LYDIA  ISTOMINA 


Lydia  Istomina  was  baptized  as  a child  in  the  Russian  Orthodox  Church  and  as  an 
adult  worshipped  in  the  house  of  Friendship,  an  underground  protestant  Church  in 
her  hometowm  of  Ekaterinburg,  Russia.  Lydia’s  father  was  an  atheist  and  a top 
propagandist  for  the  Communist  Party.  But  when  she  heard  the  words  of  a visiting 
United  Methodist  preacher  from  Louisiana,  Reverend  Dwight  Ramsey,  traveling  in 
her  city  in  the  summer  of  1990,  her  life  changed  forever.  Lydia  shared  her  new 
beliefs,  "When  I was  Russian  Orthodox,  I couldn’t  imagine  Jesus  Christ  being  so 
realistic.  But  now  I have  seen  Him  in  a vision,  and  I thought  it  was  my  last  day.  Now 
I understand  it’s  just  my  first  day." 

Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  women  and  pastors  met  Lydia  Istomina  for 
the  first  time  at  Annual  Conference  on  June  6,  1991.  Lydia  addressed  1,500  delegates 
assembled  at  Centenary  College  and  shared  the  dramatic  changes  that  had  occurred  in 
her  life  since  becoming  a United  Methodist  Christian  believer.  The  35  year  old 
University  Administrator  had  been  fired  from  two  jobs,  lost  her  entire  income  and 
had  become  an  outcast  by  friends  and  associates  in  her  community.  However,  her 
goals  were  well  defined  - "Russia  needs  God  now.  Only  the  church  can  change  the 
situation  in  our  country,  which  is  horrible  right  now."  With  a special  offering  from 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  Lydia  returned  to  Russia  as  lay  leader  of  the  First 
United  Methodist  Church  established  for  Russians  since  the  Bolshevik  Revolution  in 
1918. 

Then,  in  an  historical  event  unprecedented  in  modern  times,  in  September  1991,  a 20 
-member  delegation  from  Louisiana  watched  as  our  own  Bishop  William  Oden  and 
Bishop  Hans  Vaxby  of  Finland  officially  acted  to  recognize  Lydia  Istomina  as  Lay 
Pastor  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Russia.  The  delegation  from  Louisiana  had 
traveled  to  Ekaterinburg,  Russia  to  participate  in  the  special  worship  service  to 
dedicate  Lydia  as  Lay  Pastor.  Their  purpose  was  to  also  consecrate  a 20-acre  site  of 
land  newly  renamed  "Methodist  Park"  that  was  given  by  the  Russian  City  Council.  On 
this  land,  in  the  heart  of  a city  of  over  1.5  million  people,  this  vital  Methodist 
congregation,  now  numbering  almost  1,000  people  will  build  a new  church.  Lydia 
Istomina  explained  that  her  congregation’s  goals  are  like  any  other:  "We  are  assisting 
the  needy  in  our  city,  and  we  want  to  help  our  members  realize  their  God-given 
abilities." 

Led  by  their  Lay  Pastor,  Ms.  Istomina,  the  church  has  not  waited  for  a new  building, 
they  currently  meet  weekly  for  Sunday  worship  services  in  the  Political  Center,  a 
former  communist  propaganda  headquarters.  Lydia  has  trained  lay-Sunday  School 
teachers  and  leads  a group  of  Russian  United  Methodist  Women  in  monthly  programs. 
Las  Spring,  she  initiated  a prison  ministry,  where  officials  have  now  agreed  to  provide 
a chapel  for  worship  services.  She  led  her  Russian  congregation  as  it  inaugurated  a 
community  food  distribution  center  for  the  elderly  and  provided  a soup  kitchen  on 
the  weekends.  The  church  has  adopted  a school  for  the  hearing-impaired  children  in 
their  city.  The  new  Russian  Methodist  Church  provides  an  innovative,  accredited 
Christian  School  for  over  65  children  -with  additional  evening  classes  in  English. 
Lydia’s  convictions  are  that  "only  the  church  can  change  the  future  for  our  children." 

To  know  Lydia  Istomina  is  to  see  the  sparkle  of  conviction  in  her  eyes  and  know  the 
personal  sacrifices  in  her  life  that  she  has  made  to  follow  the  call  of  Christ.  While 
many  often  speak  of  Christian  devotion,  Lydia’s  place  in  the  history  of  the  Methodist 
Church  in  Russia  will  be  forever  marked  by  the  realization  that  every  day  she  gives 
her  life  to  the  Christian  cause. 
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LYDIA  ISTOMINA 

As  Lydia  Istomina  continues  as  Lay  Pastor  and  shares  her  spirit  of  God’s  love  with 
Russian  Methodist  sisters  and  brothers,  we  dedicate  this  1992-1993  Annual  Report 
and  Directory  to  her.  May  her  dedication  and  devotion  to  our  Lord  continue  to  be  a 
beacon  of  light  that  will  lead  others  out  of  the  darkness  into  His  Light. 

Lydia  Istomina  was  declared  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Louisiana  Conference 
United  Methodist  Women  during  her  first  visit  to  Louisiana  in  June  1991  and  was 
presented  with  a certificate  and  membership  pin.  She  was  also  presented  a charter  as 
a sister  unit  of  the  Boadmoor  United  Methodist  Women’s  unit  in  Shreveport.

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EXPENSE  GUIDELINES 
Louisiana  Conference  Executive  Committee 
(Amended  9/85) 


United  Methodist  Women  recognize  the  need  to  be  an  inclusive  group  and  to  have  elected  leaders  who 
represent  a diversity  of  age,  race,  economic  background,  and  status  of  employment.  To  make  this 
possible,  a Budget  for  Conference  Administration  and  Membership  Development  is  approved  annually 
to  provide  expenses  for  those  chosen  to  serve  in  leadership  positions.  The  following  guidelines  for 
reimbursement  (along  with  the  Conference  Budget)  seek  to  expand  the  concept  of  what  it  means  to 
be  in  mission. 


Expense  vouchers  are  available  from  the  conference  treasurer  and  should  be  filled  out  in  full  when 
applying  for  reimbursement  and  submitted  to  the  conference  president,  secretary  and  treasurer. 
Expenses  for  specific  meetings  should  be  turned  in  at  the  close  of  that  meeting,  if  possible,  or  not 
later  than  the  next  week.  Expense  vouchers  should  be  submitted  within  the  quarter  which  the  expense 
occurs  when  possible. 


Leaders  are  advised  to  submit  all  legitimate  expenses  for  doing  their  job  well.  If  someone  cares  to 
donate  supplies  or  services  which  normally  would  be  covered  under  these  guidelines,  please  submit 
those  charges  and  then  endorse  the  check  (or  refund  part  of  it)  directly  to  the  conference  treasurer. 


Conference  officers  are  asked  to  pay  their  own  registration  fees  to  Conference  events  without 
reimbursement.  She  is  often  expected  to  pay  her  own  room,  meal,  and  travel  expenses  and  then  turn 
that  amount  in  for  reimbursement.  If  this  arrangement  causes  personal  hardship,  a cash  advance  to 
cover  expected  costs  may  be  requested  from  the  conference  treasurer. 


Every  call  letter  or  written  announcement  of  upcoming  events  requiring  "official  participation"  of 
conference  leaders  shall  mention  further  specific  plans  for  financial  arrangements  not  delineated 
herein  (such  as  whether  the  individual  leaders  will  pay  or  sign  for  meals  and  lodging.) 


The  following  limitations  should  be  noted: 

A.  Travel  Expenses 

1.  Thirteen  (13)  cents  per  mile  shall  be  allowed  for  travel  by  car.  When  a van  is  used 
with  six  (6)  or  more  people  in  the  pool,  mileage  will  be  paid  at  25  cents  a mile.  No 
mileage  will  be  paid  to  anyone  who  chooses  not  to  carpool.  Any  exceptions  will  be 
voted  on  by  the  Conference  Administrative  Committee.  When  district  and  conference 
officers  travel  together  with  expenses  provided  by  their  respective  organizations,  they 
shall  submit  pro  rata  shares  of  the  expenses  of  these  groups.  Other  riders  shall  assume 
their  share  of  the  expense. 

2.  Lodging  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $10.00  per  person  per  day. 

Meals  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $12.50  per  person  per  day  (to 
be  divided  between  meals  as  desired.)  Meals  for  events  that  are  less 
than  one  day  will  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $2.50  for  breakfast, 

$5.50  for  lunch  and  $7.00  for  dinner. 
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B.  Officers  Resources 

Materials  which  are  necessary  for  information  and  execution  of  your  job  (such  as 
Service  Center  publications)  may  be  purchased  and  become  the  property  of  the 
Conference  organization.  Most  of  these  materials  should  be  maintained  in  the  files 
you  keep  and  pass  on  to  successors.  Utmost  care  should  be  taken  that  we  do  not 
needlessly  duplicate  materials  which  cover  overlapping  concerns  of  other  leaders. 

C.  Operating  Expenses 

Postage,  office  supplies,  copy  charges,  long  distance  telephone  charges,  and  other 
miscellaneous  charges  are  allowable.  Receipts  for  these  expenses  are  to  be  attached 
to  the  voucher.  The  use  of  professional  secretarial  services  and  large  numbers  of 
xerox  copies  are  discouraged. 


D.  Dependent  Care  Subsidy 

A Dependent  Care  Subsidy  plan  was  adopted  April  25,  1992.  When  a member  of  the 
Conference  Executive  Committee  (elected  or  appointed)  is  required  to  attend  Annual 
Meeting,  School  of  Christian  Mission,  Regional  School,  Mid-Year  Executive 
Committee  meeting.  District  Elected  Leaders  Training  or  a Women’s  Division 
Workshop,  she  MAY  be  paid  a Dependent  Care  Subsidy  up  to  $30.00  per  day  for  hired 
care  required  for  children  12  years  of  age  or  under/or  for  an  invalid  (ill,  handicapped, 
blind)  parent/spouse  residing  in  her  home  — providing  this  is  an  absolute  necessity 
and  that  no  other  family  member  or  friend  is  available  to  do  this  for  her.

CORRESPONDENCE  - A notice  of  the  death  of  Gene  Maxwell  of  the  Women’s  Division  was 
received  and  Norma  sent  a card  to  the  family  on  behalf  of  Louisiana  Conference  UMW.  Doris  Brown 
sent  a thank  you  note  for  the  baby  gift.  Doris  was  on  the  program  schedule  for  1991  Annual  Meeting 
but  her  baby  was  prematurely  born  at  that  time.  Hilda  Davis,  Donna  Bergstedt  and  Clois  Sanders  each 
sent  complimentary  notes  about  the  Annual  Meeting.  Evelyn  Deich  wrote  requesting  help  as  they 
begin  UMW  in  the  newest  United  Methodist  Church  in  the  Conference.  Suggestions  should  be  sent 
to  Northwood  UMW.  A letter  from  the  Ujerehs  was  printed  in  the  Newsletter.  Gloria  Bennett  will 
go  with  the  Women’s  Division  team  to  the  Middle  East  on  the  travel  study  seminar. 

MISSION  TEAM  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  officer  including  details  of  the 
following  highlights: 

PRESIDENT  - Since  Annual  Meeting  in  Sulphur  Norma  has  driven  3,383  miles  in  the  name 
of  UMW  and  flown  to  New  York  and  New  Jersey.  She  rode  with  Betty  Carlin  from  Baton  Rouge  to 
Slidell  for  the  Annual  Meeting  task  group  meeting. 

She  represented  the  Louisiana  Conference  at  the  meeting  of  the  Women’s  Division  in  October, 
in  New  York  City.  She  was  assigned  to  the  Section  of  Mission  and  Membership  Development;  and 
stayed  for  the  opening  session  of  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  with  Bishop  Woodrow 
Hearn  presiding;  and  the  opening  session  of  the  World  Division.  A portion  of  the  conferences  are 
invited  to  send  a representative  to  the  meeting  of  the  Women’s  Division  so  that  each  conference  sends 
someone  once  during  each  quadrennium.  At  both  the  Women’s  Division  and  the  General  Board  of 
Global  Ministries  our  own  Virginia  Laskey  was  remembered  in  the  Memorial  Services. .as  she  had 
served  as  president  of  the  Women’s  Division.  The  conference  presidents  were  guests/observers. 

The  Louisiana  Conference  UMW  had  sent  a letter  to  Women’s  Division  regarding  the  charter 
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for  a new  church  in  Russia  (Ekaterinburg)  to  organize  a United  Methodist  Women’s  Group.  It  was 
voted  nonconcurrence.  They  may  organize  a women’s  group  --  but  may  not  be  affiliated  with  the 
United  Methodist  Women/Women’s  Division.  They  may  become  a part  of  the  Central  European 
Conference  and  be  affiliated  with  the  church-at-large. 

In  November  the  Quadrennial  Meeting  of  the  National  Institutions  was  held  in  the 
Meadowlands,  New  Jersey.  This  meeting  was  sponsored  by  the  National  Division  and  the  Women’s 
Division.  Attending  were  the  directors  and  board  chairmen  of  the  National  Institutions  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  in  the  USA  and  the  conference  presidents  of  UMW.  Also  present  from  Louisiana 
were:  Rev.  Rob  Thompson  and  Reggie  Billiot  from  the  Dulac  Community  Center;  Jerry  Bridges  and 
Dr.  William  Wilder  from  MacDonell  Children’s  Services  in  Houma  and  James  Seymour  from  St.  Mark’s 
Community  Center  in  New  Orleans.  Outstanding  speakers  at  this  meeting  were:  Dr.  Joycelyn  Elders 
of  Arkansas  and  Thomas  H.  Kean,  former  governor  of  New  Jersey  and  current  president  of  Drew 
University. 

In  October  Norma  spoke  at  the  Ruston  District  UMW  Annual  Meeting;  and  attended  the 
Shreveport  District  UMW  Annual  Meeting.  She  spoke  for  Benton  and  Oakdale  UMW  Sundays.  She 
led  the  presidents  group  at  DELT.  Other  events  she  has  attended:  the  Christian  Disciplines  Workshop 
at  Tall  Timbers,  led  by  a team  of  four  from  the  Women’s  Division;  Convocation  of  Boards  in  Baton 
Rouge  --  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  the  Board  of  Laity; 
Methodist  Children’s  Home  Board  meeting  in  Ruston;  Board  of  Laity  in  Alexandria;  Shreveport 
District  UMW  Executive  Committee  meetings  and  most  of  her  local  UMW  meetings;  Annual  Meeting 
Task  Group  meeting  in  Slidell  and  the  Standing  Rules  Committee  in  Bunkie.  Norma  also  attended  a 
special  meeting  in  Baton  Rouge  with  Bishop  Oden,  Lula  Garrett  from  Women’s  Division  and  Doran 
Porter  from  the  National  Division  concerning  our  National  Division  Projects  in  Louisiana. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  - Betty  Carlin  reporting.  Celina  Johnson  as  Program  Chairperson  for 
1992  Annual  Meeting  in  Slidell  called  a meeting  at  the  host  church  January  10.  Edith  Ming  was  to 
be  the  speaker  for  Annual  Meeting  but  her  husband  is  a Bishop  and  will  be  moved  this  year.  Geneva 
Bell  and  Betty  worked  together  for  the  Christian  Disciplines  Work  Shop.  The  workshop  was  a good 
learning  experience  for  all.  There  were  several  last  minute  cancellations  and  some  no  shows  which 
resulted  in  a loss  of  $130.00  housing  expense.  We  need  to  work  on  this. 

SECRETARY  - Seola  Callahan  reported  that  the  Annual  Report  and  Directory  is  ready  to  take 
to  the  printer.  They  will  be  distributed  early  in  March. 


TREASURER  - Mary  Spell  sent  the  following  report: 

In  1991  we  gave  $280,620.31  Undesignated  to  Mission.  This  is  a $10,484.21  increase  over  the 
amount  we  gave  in  1990  but  still  does  not  meet  our  pledge  of  $315,000.00.  Designated  funds  given 
in  1991  were  $32,933.54. 

Each  district  has  received  one-half  of  their  Administration  and  Membership  Development 
budget  funds  for  1992  for  a total  of  $7,460.00.  The  January  issue  of  the  Conference  Newsletter  was 
published  and  mailed  in  the  amount  of  $1,357.04.  The  Christian  Disciplines  Workshop  held  in 
January  cost  $1,947.51  which  will  be  taken  from  the  Reserve  for  Future  Programming  fund.  Special 
Mission  Recognition  and  Gifts  to  Mission  for  1992  to  date  total  $1,947.50.  The  current  checking 
account  balance  is  $6,667.02  and  we  have  a twelve  month  Certificate  of  Deposit  for  $20,000.00  at 
4.50%  interest. 

Mary  spoke  at  one  UMW  Sunday,  taught  two  studies  and  gave  two  World  Thank  Offering 
programs  since  we  last  met. 
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SECRETARY  FOR  FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION  - Mary  Quinones  challenged  every 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  individual  involvement  in  mission  interpretation.  How  we 
interpret  mission  personally  sets  the  example  for  others.  The  responsibility  for  increased  giving  is 
not  just  that  of  the  Section  of  Finance,  but  it  belongs  to  each  of  us.  In  Louisiana  mission  is  interpreted 
through  the  Mission  Candle  at  Annual  Meetings.  Six  thousand  "One  Plus"  mission  ribbons  have  been 
distributed;  all  but  600  have  been  sold.  Our  "31-derful  Ways  to  Say  Thanks"  are  used  to  promote 
World  Thank  Offering. 

Mary  Q.  serves  on  the  board  at  Dulac  and  recently  attended  a National  Division  training  event. 
New  programs  are  in  place  and  others  are  being  planned.  She  will  send  a letter  to  all  local  presidents 
and  treasurers  in  April  giving  special  attention  to  gifts  for  district  and  conference  retiring  officers, 
1992  Conference  Mission  Candle,  1992  Conference  Five  Star  Undesignated  Giving  Program  and  other 
financial  promotion. 

COORDINATOR  OF  CHRISTIAN  PERSONHOOD  - Celina  Johnson  reported  that  this  is  her 
final  year  to  serve  in  this  area.  The  experiences  have  been  priceless  and  rewarding  and  the  district 
coordinators  have  been  supportive  and  cooperative.  The  district  officers  received  training  for  their 
jobs  and  were  encouraged  to  use  the  Prayer  Calendar,  Response,  World  Outlook  and  other 
programming  resources.  Assignments  for  the  responsibility  to  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  have 
been  made.  Emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the  Reading  Program  and  the  importance  of  all  coordinators, 
not  only  Christian  Personhood,  sharing  the  responsibility  of  the  reporting.  Celina  attended  the 
Christian  Discipline  Workshop  and  the  Convocation  of  Boards.  She  serves  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  the  Conference  Center  and  Peoples  Community  Center. 

1992  Annual  Meeting  Task  Group  - met  January  10  at  First  United  Methodist  Church  in 
Slidell.  Celina  Johnson,  program  chairperson,  presided.  The  theme  is,  "Here  Am  I,"  using  the 
scripture  Matthew  28:19  and  the  theme  hymn,  "Here  I Am  Lord."  The  music  leaders  are  Ginny  Burris 
and  Tracy  Carpenter.  Lynn  Foil  will  light  the  Mission  Candle  and  Vera  Packer  will  honor  the  retiring 
officers.  Mrs.  Edith  Ming  has  been  asked  to  be  the  guest  speaker.  Final  program  arrangements 
should  be  ready  to  present  to  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  in  July.  The  women  of  First  Church 
Slidell  served  the  group  lunch.  A representative  from  the  mayor’s  office  attended  and  welcomed  us 
to  their  city  stating  they  are  looking  forward  to  hosting  Annual  Meeting  in  September. 

Edith  Ming’s  husband  is  a Bishop  of  the  African  Methodist  Church  and  will  be  moving  to 
another  state  before  September.  This  would  mean  additional  travel  expense  for  our  speaker.  She  is 
a very  dynamic  person  and  outstanding  speaker.  Many  of  our  members  have  heard  her  and  have  been 
in  meetings  with  her.  She  is  the  outgoing  president  of  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  GENEVA  BELL,  SECONDED  BY  LOIS  HEATH,  THAT  WE  CONTINUE 
TO  WORK  TO  SECURE  EDITH  MING  AS  OUR  SPEAKER  FOR  1992  ANNUAL  MEETING. 
MOTION  CARRIED. 

West  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Mission  - Celina  Johnson  will  attend  the  planning  meeting  for 
the  1992  West  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Mission.  We  are  to  submit  a cover  design  and  a meditation 
for  the  booklet.  Each  conference  is  to  make  a banner  to  be  hung  in  the  assembly  hall  during  the 
school.  Lake  Charles  District  will  make  our  banner.  Our  assignment  for  the  Learning  Center  display 
is  "Faith  in  the  Midst  of  Struggle-Middle  East."  Fannie  Reddix  has  offered  to  help  Celina  with  this; 
ideas  and  suggestions  will  be  appreciated.  West  Gulf  Regional  School  committee  submitted  a list  of 
questions  concerning  suggestions  for  improving  the  school.  Celina  distributed  the  questions  to  the 
conference  team.  The  questions  were  discussed  and  jointly  answered.  Celina  will  take  these  to  the 
planning  meeting  February  28-March  1. 

COORDINATOR  OF  SUPPORTIVE  COMMUNITY  - Hilda  Sills  reported  that  some 
institutions  (jails  or  prisons)  in  the  state  had  refused  to  give  information  requested  by  the  Institution 
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Survey  to  the  district  coordinators.  However,  some  data  had  been  collected.  There  was  good 
participation  of  the  coordinators  at  DELT  and  four  districts  have  submitted  reports.  Hilda  compiled 
a booklet,  "Sample  Materials  to  Use  in  Training."  Each  district  coordinator  received  a copy  of  the 
new  edition  of  "Campaign  for  Children".  Hilda  is  working  on  the  possibility  of  giving  certificates  for 
Supportive  Community  Projects. 

COORDINATOR  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  INVOLVEMENT  - Geneva  Bell  stated  that  being 
responsible  Christian  citizens  as  United  Methodist  Women,  our  commitment  is  to  study  and  take 
actions  on  issues  affecting  social  and  economic  justice.  We  must  be  involved.  Goals  were  evaluated 
at  DELT  and  new  ones  made.  Eight  districts  were  represented  and  one  visitor.  Districts  shared  ideas 
and  suggestions  for  getting  involved.  We  will  continue  to  stress  the  importance  of  our  Charter  for 
Racial  Justice.  The  "David  Duke"  phenomenon  exists  all  over  the  nation  and  most  certainly  our  own 
state  needs  our  most  careful  and  concentrated  attention.  Through  prayer,  action  and  community 
based  on  love,  peace  and  justice  we  can  and  must  make  a difference. 

COORDINATOR  OF  CHRISTIAN  GLOBAL  CONCERNS  - Mary  Pollard  reported  very  good 
attendance  at  DELT.  She  followed  up  by  sending  a letter  to  each  district  coordinator  including  the 
ideas  and  discussion.  Applications  for  Excellence  of  Studies  and  participation  were  given  out  and  the 
criteria  for  each  emphasized.  She  attended  the  Christian  Disciplines  Workshop  and  the  Convocation 
of  Boards  and  spoke  at  Memorial  UMC  in  Monroe  on  UMW  Sunday.  She  continues  to  mail  birthday 
cards  and  mission  ribbons  to  missionaries  once  a month. 

SECRETARY  OF  PROGRAM  RESOURCES  - Sally  Nash  reported  that  the  officer  books,  the 
district  and  local  handbooks,  etc.,  will  all  be  new  this  year.  New  Service  Center  catalogs  will  not  be 
available  until  mid-March.  In  December  Sally  attended  NOTE  in  New  York.  The  meeting  was  very 
informative  and  exciting. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP  - Marilyn  Ray  stated  that  she  had  received  some  reports 
of  UMW  Sunday  observances.  She  would  like  to  get  100%  response  and  asked  everyone  to  help  get 
the  local  churches  to  send  in  their  reports.  Estelle  Dameron  Scholarships  will  be  available  again  for 
Conference  School  of  Mission. 

SECRETARY  OF  PUBLICITY  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Fannie  Reddix  reported:  "One 
Plus  the  New  Orleans  District  Annual  Meeting  - One  Plus  the  District  Elected  Leaders’  Training  - 
One  Plus  the  New  Orleans  District  Christmas  Luncheon  - One  Plus  UMW  Sunday  at  Haven  UMC  - 
One  Plus  the  Christian  Discipleship  Workshop  - One  Plus  the  Convocation  of  Boards,  Board  of  Church 

and  Society UMW  has  really  broadened  my  spiritual  being.  I will  continue  to  serve  faithfully,  --as 

One  Plus  the  millions  of  UMWs."  Fannie  will  again  be  in  charge  of  the  Learning  Center  at  School  of 
Christian  Mission.  Please  let  her  know  if  you  plan  to  have  a display. 

NEWSLETTER  EDITOR  - Nancy  Carruth  sent  her  report.  She  was  attending  a board  meeting 
of  the  Foundation  for  Christian  Higher  Education.  Norma  read  her  report.  Nancy  expressed  her 
appreciation  to  the  district  secretaries  and  presidents  for  getting  all  nine  sets  of  mailing  labels  to  her 
in  December.  This  was  the  earliest  she  had  ever  received  all  of  them  and  without  having  to  write  or 
call  and  remind.  She  did  have  to  do  some  reminding  for  the  Newsletter  January  issue  for  articles  and 
pictures.  The  next  issue  will  be  our  School  of  Christian  Mission  issue.  With  General  Conference 
"looming  on  the  horizon"  she  would  like  to  have  everything  for  that  issue  by  March  15. 

HISTORIAN  - This  is  Jane  Fant’s  first  time  to  serve  beyond  the  local  level.  Her  appointment 
came  as  a result  of  her  attendance  at  Cluster  II.  Jane  reported  that  she  is  reviewing  past  reports  and 
guidelines.  She  is  starting  to  catalog  each  box  and  scrapbook.  She  is  receiving  some  material  and 
would  like  to  receive  copies  of  anything  that  should  be  included.  She  hopes  to  have  the  material 
collected  in  a more  usable  order.  It  is  important  to  remember  our  history  not  just  preserve  it. 
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Nominations  Training  Event  - Mary  Lou  France  and  Barbara  Hamilton  attended  NOTE  for 
Nominations  held  in  Chicago,  January  24-26,  1992.  The  meeting  was  very  informative.  Emphasis  was 
placed  on  tenure  and  who  can  be  a member  of  the  UMW  and  hold  office.  It  was  stated  that  each 
conference  should  follow  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  and  the  conference  standing  rules  to  make 
decisions.  The  work  of  the  Nominations  Committee  is  very  important  because  it  determines  the 
future  of  United  Methodist  Women.

The  committee  worked  extensively  on 
incorporating  the  mandated  Bylaw  changes  for  Committee  on  Nominations  from  Women’s  Division 
into  the  Standing  Rules  for  the  Conference,  District  and  Local  units.  The  committee  also  used  the 
Committee  on  Nominations  Overview  of  Changes  provided  by  Women’s  Division.  In  addition  to  the 
changes  on  nominations,  other  changes  in  the  Standing  Rules  were  made,  some  of  which  were 
suggested  in  April  1991.  All  changes  have  been  incorporated  into  our  Standing  Rules.  They  are  to 
be  accepted  as  is,  changed,  or  deleted;  then  the  Standing  Rules  are  to  be  printed  in  the  Conference 
Newsletter  prior  to  Annual  Meeting.  Copies  with  changes  were  distributed  to  all  present.  The 
committee  also  listened  to  the  Annual  Meeting  Worksheet  prepared  by  Norma  Winegeart,  with 
suggestions  from  the  committee  as  necessary.  Some  of  the  changes  were  discussed.

THAT  THE  STANDING  RULES  AS  REVISED  FEBRUARY  1992  BE  ACCEPTED  WITH  THE 
ADDITIONS  ALREADY  NOTED.  MOTION  CARRIED. 

Place  of  Annual  Meeting  1993  -Kathy  Shea,  chairperson,  reported  the  United  Methodist 
Women  of  Horseshoe  Drive  United  Methodist  Church,  Alexandria,  have  extended  an  invitation  to 
hold  the  1993  Annual  Meeting  in  their  church.  They  feel  the  parking  will  be  adequate  as  well  as  all 
other  requirements. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  CELINA  JOHNSON,  SECONDED  BY  MARY  QUINONES,  THAT  WE 
ACCEPT  THE  INVITATION  TO  HOLD  THE  1993  ANNUAL  MEETING  AT  HORSESHOE 
UNITED  METHODIST  CHURCH,  ALEXANDRIA.  MOTION  CARRIED. 

Special  Mission  Recognition  - Norma  presented  Special  Mission  Recognition  pins  and 
certificates  to  Betty  Carlin  and  Geneva  Bell.  Betty  and  Geneva  were  chairpersons  for  the  Christian 
Discipline  Workshop  held  at  Tall  Timbers  in  January.

Primary  goals  for  the  year  are  improving  communications  with  local  units  and  helping  less  active  units 
to  become  more  involved.

MONROE  DISTRICT  - Vera  Bulloch,  president,  reported  that  the  Mission  Team  had  met  and 
planned  the  program  for  1992.  They  reviewed  the  present  goals  and  voted  to  maintain  most  of  them. 
Most  local  units  are  active  with  Church  Women  United  and  in  community  programs.  There  are  32 
units,  1,316  members  in  the  Monroe  District.  They  overpaid  their  1991  pledge  by  $1,000  and 
increased  the  1992  pledge.  The  spring  retreat  will  be  held  at  Northeast  campus  May  2.  There  were 
25  Reading  Program  certificates  awarded  and  an  increase  in  units  using  the  Mission  Studies.  The 
district  had  representation  at  all  local,  district  and  conference  meetings  and  workshops  held  in  1991. 
Vera  spoke  at  two  churches  on  UMW  Sunday. 

NEW  ORLEANS  DISTRICT  - Lynn  Foil,  president,  reported  that  communication  within 
district,  which  has  been  a problem,  is  improving.  Ten  officers  attended  DELT.  They  traveled  by  van 
and  used  the  highway  time  to  take  care  of  district  business  and  to  get  to  know  each  other  better. 
There  was  average  attendance  at  Mini-School;  evaluations  were  excellent.  There  were  only  54  present 
for  LELT.  We  had  requests  for  circle  leaders  and  financial  interpreters  groups  next  year.  We  held 
a Mission  Team  Meeting  in  the  afternoon  but  will  not  do  that  again.  We  had  a Christmas  luncheon 
at  Aurora  UMC.  This  was  a good  way  to  set  the  theme  for  the  days  ahead.  This  social  is  individually 
funded  with  no  expense  to  the  district.  Day  Apart  will  be  held  at  Cornerstone  UMC  on  March  28. 
Some  of  our  members  are  planning  to  attend  Jurisdiction  in  April.  May  16  we  will  have  a Christian 
Social  Involvement  Workshop.  We  are  organizing  an  auxiliary  at  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center.  St 
Mark’s  is  the  only  National  Division  project  on  Women’s  Division  property  in  New  Orleans  District. 


NORTH  SHORE  DISTRICT  - Dot  Pierce,  president,  reported  the  district  began  the  year  with 
a very  exciting  Annual  Meeting,  They  had  good  attendance  with  only  two  officers  absent  due  to 
illness.  All  meetings  are  planned  and  dates  set.  Committees  are  formed  and  working.  Team  meetings 
are  set  with  dates  and  places.  The  spring  retreat  will  be  held  March  21  at  Fitzgerald  UMC. Dot  spoke 
at  the  New  Orleans  District  Annual  Meeting,  UMW  Sunday  at  Ponchatoula  and  gave  a number  of 
programs  throughout  the  district.  The  Aldersgate  UMW  has  been  re-organized. 

RUSTON  DISTRICT  - Jean  Rockhold,  president,  reported  14  members  attended  School  of 
Christian  Mission.  Attending  mini-school  were  90  people  representing  18  units.  We  also  had  good 
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representation  at  both  Conference  and  District  Annual  Meetings.  Nine  members  of  the  Mission  Team 
attended  DELT.  At  LELT  there  were  49  representing  15  units.  The  Mission  Team  met  in  November 
and  adopted  the  Conference  goals,  the  A&MD  budget  and  the  pledge.

SHREVEPORT  DISTRICT  - Betty  Turner,  president,  reported  a good  year  in  1991.  There 
was  good  attendance  at  all  district  meetings.  The  Conference  goals  were  accepted  by  the  district.  In 
December  we  held  a meeting  of  retiring  and  incoming  officers.  Betty  attended  the  Christian 
Disciplines  workshop  and  spoke  at  two  churches  for  UMW  Sunday.  District  Retreat  will  be  held 
March  21.  The  Beals,  missionaries  from  Singapore,  will  be  in  the  Shreveport  District  February  21. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE  - The  following  report  was  submitted  by  Mary  Spell,  Treasurer. 
The  Finance  Committee  will  meet  on  April  25  in  Bunkie.  On  the  agenda  will  be  the  setting  of  the 
Pledge  to  Mission  and  the  A & MD  budgets.  At  the  meeting  in  July  a committee  was  formed  to  set 
guidelines  with  reference  to  placing  in  the  budget  day-care  for  young  mothers  interested  in  becoming 
Conference  Officers.  This  committee  will  report  and  appropriate  action  will  be  taken. 

Norma  read  a request  that  we  might  possibly  be  able  to  help  Gloria  Bennett  with  expenses  for 
her  trip  to  the  Middle  East  with  the  Women’s  Division  to  study  what  she  will  be  teaching  in  Schools 
of  Mission.  She  will  not  be  teaching  in  our  conference  school  but  will  probably  teach  in  mini-schools 
and  local  churches  in  the  conference. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  BETTY  TURNER  THAT  WE  RECOMMEND  TO  THE  FINANCE 
COMMITTEE  THAT  WE  GIVE  SOME  FINANCIAL  HELP  TO  GLORIA  BENNETT  FOR  HER 
STUDY  TRIP  WITH  THE  WOMEN’S  DIVISION. 

VERA  BULLOCH  MOVED  TO  TABLE  THE  MOTION  UNTIL  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
COULD  FURTHER  INVESTIGATE  THE  TRIP  AND  THE  FUNDING.  THE  MOTION  TO  TABLE 
PASSED. 

Designation  of  Annual  Meeting  Offering  - Betty  Ferrington  suggested  that  the  offering  from 
Annual  Meeting  should  be  used  to  purchase  a $1,000  Special  Mission  Recognition  pin  in  honor  of  our 
guest  speaker. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  MARY  QUINONES,  SECONDED  BY  FANNIE  REDDIX,  THAT  $1,000 
OF  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OFFERING  BE  USED  TO  PURCHASE  A $1 ,000  SPECIAL  MISSION 
RECOGNITION  IN  HONOR  OF  OUR  GUEST  SPEAKER,  THE  BALANCE  OF  THE  OFFERING 
TO  BE  SENT  UNDESIGNATED  ALSO  IN  HONOR  OF  THE  SPEAKER.  MOTION  CARRIED. 

COMMITTEE  ON  PROGRAM  - Betty  Carlin  stated  that  she  had  just  completed  a 
questionnaire  on  Cluster  II  and  what  will  be  done  to  continue  this  program.  The  Christian  Disciplines 
Workshop  led  by  the  Women’s  Division  was  a rich  and  rewarding  experience.  The  Program 
Committee  will  meet  in  July  preceding  School  of  Christian  Mission.  The  whole  town  of  Slidell  is 
excited  about  Annual  Meeting  being  held  there  in  September.  They  have  been  very  helpful  and  have 
made  lots  of  plans  for  us.  We  had  a good  planning  meeting  with  the  taskgroup  and  everything  seems 
to  be  in  order  for  us  to  have  a good  meeting. 

DELT  1991  - Judy  Rountree  and  Taylor  Phillips  served  as  chair  and  assistant  chair  for  DELT 
held  in  the  First  UMC  of  Pineville,  Saturday,  October  26,  1991.  There  were  99  conference  and 
district  officers  in  attendance.  The  theme  of  the  Annual  Meeting  "One  Plus"  was  expanded  to  "You 
Are  The  One!"  Nancy  Carruth  gave  an  inspiring  message  emphasizing  "one  Plus  the  Methodist 
Church."  She  spoke  of  the  many  mission  projects  and  their  work  being  done  around  the  world  through 
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the  auspices  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Conference  officers  met  with  their  district  counterparts  for 
two  training  sessions.  A video  presenting  a mock  district  mission  team  in  action  at  a planning  meeting 
was  shown  to  many  of  the  elected  leaders. 

School  of  Christian  Mission  -July  23-26.  1992  - Betty  Ferrington,  Dean,  stated  that  the 
Executive  Committee  is  really  the  group  that  really  needs  to  publicize  the  School  of  Christian  Mission. 
She  asked  everyone  to  bring  their  own  coffee  mug  so  we  will  not  have  to  use  styrofoam  cups.  District 
Presidents  are  responsible  for  their  district  registration.  They  need  to  be  at  that  table  or  have  someone 
from  the  district  mission  team  there  the  whole  time  that  registration  is  going  on.  The  registrar  will 
furnish  the  district  presidents  with  a list  of  first-timers.  District  presidents  are  asked  to  have  a 
district  officer  to  be  a "buddy"  for  those  first-timers.  To  meet  them,  greet  them,  to  show  them 
around  the  campus  and  that  sort  of  thing.  Regional  School  date  has  been  changed  from  June  10-14 
to  June  17-21.  Betty  reported  that  she  has  been  in  contact  with  the  Study  Group  Leaders  on  three 
occasions.  The  committee  has  tried  very  hard  to  make  this  a diverse  group.  There  are  5 clergy  and 
7 laity.  There  is  a good  racial  mix  in  the  faculty  and  those  who  have  areas  of  responsibility.  Eight 
leaders  are  from  Louisiana  and  four  from  out  of  state.  Two  are  very  familiar  with  the  workings  of 
Women’s  Division  and  the  General  Church.  Five  will  be  leading  a study  for  the  first  time.  The  studies 
are  Angle  of  Vision:  Christians  and  The  Middle  East;  We  Belong  Together:  The  Churches  In 
Solidarity  With  Women;  Amos;  Window  To  God.  The  1992  School  theme  is  Glimpses  of  God.  After 
many  years.  Centenary  has  increased  their  rates.  We  will  be  paying  $12  a night  for  room  and  $36  for 
a meal  card.  That  is  an  increase  of  $2  per  night  for  a room  and  50  cents  per  meal.  Betty  concluded 
her  report  saying,  "So,  the  Study  Group  Leaders  have  been  secured,  areas  of  responsibility  have  been 
assigned  to  the  School  Committee,  plenaries  and  worship  are  being  planned.  From  the  first  note  of 
music  to  the  closing  communion  service,  we  anticipate  that  you  will  indeed  see  Glimpses  of  God." 

Judy  Rountree  reminded  District  Presidents  that  the  Guidelines  state  that  district  officers 
receive  a stipend  if  they  participate.  Class  attendance  records  will  be  checked  at  the  close  of  school 
before  checks  are  sent  to  the  district  treasurers. 

PELT  1992  - Esther  Sanson,  chairperson,  reported  that  DELT  1992  will  be  held  at  Newman 
UMC  if  their  new  facility  is  completed  by  then. 

1993  Retreat  - Mary  Quinones,  chairman,  reported  that  she  has  not  had  a taskgroup  meeting 
but  she  does  have  some  tentative  plans.  Norma  asked  the  following  persons  to  serve  on  the  retreat 
taskgroup:  Fannie  Reddix,  Lynn  Foil,  Joyce  Hazel,  Jane  Fant  and  Kathy  Shea.  Hilda  Sills  is  the 
assistant  chairperson. 

CHARTER  FOR  RACIAL  JUSTICE  POLICIES  - Norma  stated  that  a Responsive  Prayer  and 
a Responsive  Act  of  Praise,  suitable  for  use  by  the  local  units,  was  placed  in  the  program  packets  at 
the  Annual  Meeting  held  in  Sulphur.  This  committee  will  meet  on  July  22  at  Centenary  College,  prior 
to  the  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

South  Central  Jurisdiction  UMW.  April  3-5.  1992  - Dallas  - Norma  received  a request  for  one 
person  to  serve  as  an  usher  on  Sunday  morning.  Fannie  Reddix  volunteered  to  do  this.  Norma 
reminded  those  attending  are  asked  to  bring  a small  stuffed  animal,  a Bible  and  a United  Methodist 
Hymnal.  Esther  Sanson  and  Kathy  Shea  are  making  our  conference  display.  Our  nominees  to 
Women’s  Division  will  stand  by  the  display  on  Friday  evening.  Norma  will  take  our  chalice. 

Annual  Meeting  Guidelines  - New  Annual  Meeting  Guidelines  were  distributed.  Norma 
reviewed  the  guidelines  and  explained  some  of  the  changes.  The  chairperson  shall  be  a member  of 
the  Conference  Mission  Team  so  that  we  will  have  someone  that  is  a part  of  this  group  in  charge  of 
the  program  area.  The  assistant  chairperson  would  be  the  Local  Arrangements  Chairperson  from  the 
local  area.  On  page  two  following  Mission  Ribbons  insert: 

"The  offering  dedication  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Conference  Executive  Committee." 
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MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  MARY  QUINONES,  SECONDED  BY  BETTY  TURNER,  THAT  THE 
ANNUAL  MEETING  GUIDELINES  WITH  THE  ONE  ADDITION  NOTED  BE  APPROVED. 
MOTION  CARRIED. 


Conference  Legislative  Training  Event  - Norma  read  a letter  from  Women’s  Division 
requesting  that  we  have  a Conference  Legislative  Training  Event  during  1992-1996 
quadrennium.  We  have  had  Christian  Disciplines  Workshop  in  1992  and  already  have  Women’s 
Division  workshops  scheduled  for  1994  and  1996.  These  in  addition  to  other  conference  events 
scheduled,  such  as  our  Retreats,  exceed  the  number  of  extra  meetings  recommended. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  BETTY  FERRINGTON,  SECONDED  BY  VERA  BULLOCH,  THAT  WE 
RESPOND  TO  THIS  REQUEST  BY  CHECKING  THE  THIRD  ANSWER  WHICH  STATES  "OUR 
CONFERENCE  DOES  NOT  FEEL  WE  CAN  CONSIDER  THIS  IN  1992-1996  QUADRENNIUM." 
MOTION  CARRIED. 

Election  of  new  representative  to  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  - The  Conference  Journal 
states,  "Two  representatives  of  Conference  UMW,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  president,"  are  members 
of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries.  This  is  a four  year  appointment,  for  a quadrennium.  Lynn 
Foil  was  nominated  by  Fannie  Reddix.

MISSION  TEAM  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  officer  including  details  of  the 
following  highlights: 

PRESIDENT  - Norma  Winegeart,  president,  gave  the  following  report: 

"Since  our  mid-year  meeting  in  February,  I have  logged  another  4,723  miles  on  my  car  in  the 
name  of  UMW;  plus  I rode  to  Dallas  with  Evelyn  Evans  and  flew  to  Kansas  for  Regional  School. 

’By  virtue  of  my  office’  I am  a member  of  the  Annual  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations, 
along  with  Betty  Turner,  Marie  Young,  Joyce  Hazel,  Vera  Packer  --  other  laymen  and  clergy.  This 
being  the  time  to  set  up  all  committees  anew  for  the  quadrennium,  we  met  in  Baton  Rouge  on 
February  12/13;  March  4/5/6  and  I went  again  on  April  2 as  a member  of  the  Administrative 
Committee  to  finalize  the  work  of  this  committee. 
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’By  virtue  of  my  office’  I am  a member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Children’s  Home  in 
Ruston  and  attended  a Personnel  Committee  meeting  on  February  20;  a committee  on  Nominations 
and  the  Spring  Board  meeting  on  March  2.

On  April  9 I attended  the  inauguration  of  Dr.  Kenneth  L.  Schwab  as  the  thirty-fourth 
president  of  Centenary  College. 

’By  virtue  of  my  office’  I am  a member  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  and  attended 
a meeting  at  the  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Alexandria  on  April  11. 

On  April  25  I attended  the  Shreveport  District  Mission  Banquet  at  First  Church,  Bossier  City 
and  heard  Dwight  Ramsey  give  a dramatic  and  moving  report  on  the  delivery  of  the  Food  Lift  to 
Russia  (he  had  just  returned  from  Russia  the  day  before.)  Dwight  has  been  chosen  by  the  General 
Board  of  Global  Ministries  to  lead  the  development  of  the  new  Methodist  Churches  in  Russia  and  he 
is  stepping  down  from  his  pastorate  at  Broadmoor  United  Methodist  Church  in  Shreveport. 

’By  virtue  of  my  office’  I am  a voting  delegate  to  the  Annual  Conference  and  I attended  every 
session  at  Centenary  College  and  First  Church,  Shreveport  June  1-4.  ’By  virtue  of  my  office’  I also 
attended  meetings  of  the  conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries  and  the  conference  Board  of  Laity 
breakfast  and  meeting. 

The  Laity  Hour  during  Annual  Conference  was  cut  to  45  minutes  and  during  my  allotted  five 
minutes  we  presented  the  $100  special  mission  recognition  pin  and  certificate  to  LaFern  Collins, 
resident  director  of  James  Dormitory  for  the  past  ten  years.  She  has  been  most  helpful  to  us  through 
all  these  years  as  we  have  been  here  for  our  Schools  of  Christian  Mission.  For  the  past  two  summers 
we  have  also  hosted  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School  on  the  Centenary  College  campus.  We  did  not 
know  at  that  time  that  LaFern  will  be  retiring  after  the  close  of  Pastor’s  School  next  week. 

The  Laskey  family  donated  an  Alvastone  replica  of  the  sculpture,  "Prince  of  Peace"  by 
Moissaye  Marans,  which  is  located  in  the  Church  Center  for  the  United  Nations  in  New  York  City. 
This  is  a memorial  to  Virginia  Laskey,  former  president  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  and  president  of  the  Women’s  Division.  It  was  given  to  the  Conference  to  be  used 
in  the  Headquarters  Building  in  Baton  Rouge.  It  was  our  privilege  to  be  the  presenters  of  this

sculpture  in  behalf  of  the  Laskey  family.  Bishop  Oden  made  a most  gracious  acceptance  speech,  and 
wrote  a lovely  article,  with  a picture,  in  a recent  issue  of  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Reporter. 

Bishop  Ben  Oliphint  spoke  one  evening  and  spent  several  minutes  on  the  history  and  in  praise 
of  United  Methodist  Women  and  its  predecessor  organizations.  (In  the  Methodist  Men’s  report  a 
statement  was  made  to  the  effect  that  they  would  like  to  be  as  well  organized  as  the  Methodist  Women 
and  to  even  be  better  than  them  one  of  these  days. ..to  which  there  was  an  audible  cry  of,  "No  way!") 

The  West  Gulf  Regional  School  was  held  at  Baker  University,  Baldwin  City,  Kansas,  June  17- 
21.  Celina  Johnson  will  give  a report  on  this  later. 

On  the  local  level  I am  the  coordinator  of  Christian  Global  Concerns  and  during  this  time 
frame  we  have  had  two  one-day  studies  and  used  the  study  of  the  Book  of  John  for  the  adult  class 
of  our  Vacation  Church  School  which  is  held  at  night  for  all  age  groups. 

There  are  some  general  concerns  that  I feel  must  be  mentioned  at  this  time. 

Concern  #1:  Each  year  when  I read  the  names  of  the  projects  in  Louisiana  that  receive 
mission  funds  I become  concerned  because  there  are  a few  that  I know  nothing  about  and  can  never 
seem  to  find  any  of  you  that  know  of  them  either.  And,  I still  wonder  how  these  places  have  been 
approved  without  any  word  from  this  body. 

Last  November  when  I was  at  the  meeting  of  the  National  Division  Projects  I asked  this 
question  of  Betty  Letzig  and  want  to  share  with  you  her  reply.  ’The  project  in  Baton  Rouge  (Gulf 
Coast  Tenant  Leadership  Development  Project)  is  no  longer  a part  of  their  network  and  will  be 
deleted  beginning  with  the  1993  Prayer  Calendar. 

Information  on  the  project  in  Davant  is  enclosed.  It  now  has  a new  address  though  and  it  is 
still  serving  the  same  community.  The  new  address  is  Pointe-A-LaHache.  The  contact  person  is 
Vergie  T.  Encalade,  interim  director.  Fishermen  and  Concerned  Citizens  Association  is  a non- 
partisan interracial  organization  which  fosters  citizens  political  participation  at  all  levels,  in  order  to 
insure  a more  democratic  and  representative  system  of  government.  The  Fishermen  & Concerned 
Citizens  is  working  full  time  in  Plaquemines  Parish  to  make  sure  all  its  citizen’s  rights  are  protected 
and  to  make  Plaquemine  a more  viable  community.’  They  state  that  funds  have  been  received  in  1990 
and  1991  in  the  amount  of  $4,000  each  year  from  United  Methodist  Volunteer  Services.  Additional 
information  may  be  obtained  from  Rev.  Robert  Walton,  Executive  Secretary  responsible  for  United 
Methodist  Voluntary  Service  Projects. 

Do  any  of  you  know  about  this  project?  And,  do  you  have  any  concern  that  we  are  sending 
them  $4,000  each  year?  Are  there  other  projects  in  the  Prayer  Calendar  (in  Louisiana)  that  you 
wonder  about? 

(Lynn  Foil  had  questioned  this  project  and  its  funding.  She  was  told  these  funds  are  a part 
of  the  Human  Relations  Day  offerings.  She  was  also  informed  that  this  was  one  of  Ron  Chisolm’s 
projects.  Lynn  thinks  this  is  a worthy  and  legitimate  cause.) 

Concern  #2:  Recently  all  of  the  local  unit  presidents  received  a letter  from  the  Association 
for  the  Preservation  of  Historic  Nachitoches  advertising  their  Tour  of  Homes.  On  page  46  of  our 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  you  will  find:  ’MEMBERSHIP  LISTS.  United  Methodist  Women  do  not 
furnish  lists  of  their  elected  leaders  or  members  to  individuals  or  agencies  outside  the  organization 
unless  authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee.’  Fortunately  this  was  not  an  appeal  for  funds,  but  I 
am  wondering  if  you  wish  to  take  any  action  on  this  matter. 
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Concern  #3:  You  may  not  be  aware  that  the  local  unit  Annual  Evaluation  Report  blanks  and 
the  ones  for  the  district  president  and  the  conference  president  are  similar,  but  the  questions  and 
numbers  do  not  always  "match."  Requests  have  gone  to  Women’s  Division  to  correct  this  problem  and 
so  the  report  blanks  have  been  "reworked."  They  are  due  to  be  sent  to  the  conference  president  in 
August  and  will  be  given  to  the  district  presidents  at  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  in  Slidell.  We 
will  take  time  to  look  at  them  together  while  we  are  there. 

Concern  #4:  Most  of  you  have  been  to  officer  up-date  at  Regional  School  and  all  of  the  local 
unit  presidents  have  received  mailings  reminding  us  that  the  United  Methodist  Women’s  organization 
is  celebrating  its  20th  Birthday  in  1992.  We  had  a party  at  Regional  School  and  will  have  one  here. 

But  the  real  concern  is  the  5 Year  Strategic  Plan  to  expand/broaden  the  base  of  membership 
and  mission.  Model  programs  will  be  reviewed  and  revised.  A 13  minute  video  "Count  Me  In"  is  here 
for  us  to  use  --  but,  Brown  Chapel  and  our  plenary  set-up  is  not  conducive  to  videos.  I will  give  our 
copy  of  the  video  to  the  ones  in  the  audio  visual  room  and  hopefully  some  of  us  can  see  it  while  we 
are  here.  Copies  may  be  made  from  this  one.  Women’s  Division  is  asking  for  suggestions  from  us 
about  how  to  improve  our  organization  to  attract  younger  women  and  employed  women.  The 
president  and  vice-president  were  asked  to  do  this  while  we  were  in  Kansas.  My  personal  suggestion 
is  that  sometimes  our  hindsight  is  better  than  our  foresight  - and  that  we  revive  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  for  those  who  are  employed  and  must  meet  at  night  and  on  week-ends  and  let  the  UMW 
continue  for  those  who  prefer  to  meet  in  the  daytime  and  during  the  week  — while  still  remaining 
under  one  "umbrella  organization."  Our  conference-wide  meetings  have  become  a problem  because 
there  are  so  few  churches  that  can  accommodate  500  to  600  people.  The  Conference  Center  is 
planning  to  be  able  to  accommodate  600  in  an  assembly  setting. 

I am  not  asking  you  to  approve  my  "plan."  But,  I do  strongly  urge  you  to  write  your 
recommendations  to  Women’s  Division  c/o  Joyce  Sohl.  We  can  talk  among  ourselves  and  it  will  get 
no  further.  But,  if  you  write  to  Joyce  it  will  be  referred  to  some  committee  for  consideration. 

Concern  #5:  Some  of  you  have  received  a questionnaire  from  Dalila  Cruz  regarding  in- 
conference workshops.  If  you  have  received  one  and  have  some  definite  opinions- -please  reply!  In 
an  earlier  letter  I have  expressed  the  concern  of  the  number  of  workshops  they  want  us  to  have  — 
because  of  the  time  involved  (not  to  mention  the  money).  They  want  us  to  include  working  women 
on  our  executive  committees  - but  then  they  have  to  take  their  vacation  time  to  attend  the  School  of 
Christian  Mission,  Annual  Meeting,  Mid-Year  Executive  Committee,  Retreat,  Regional  School  - and 
there  is  no  time  left  for  family  or  personal  affairs.  It  would  be  helpful  if  the  information  could  be 
worked  into  already  established  meetings." 

VICE  PRESIDENT  - Betty  Carlin  reported  that  she  attended  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction 
meeting  in  Dallas  and  Regional  School  in  Baldwin,  Kansas.  She  spent  many  hours  in  officer  update 
and  received  a lot  of  information  on  making  and  implementing  goals.  She  has  met  with  and  is 
continuing  to  work  with  the  United  Methodist  Women  in  Slidell  and  Celina  Johnson,  Annual  Meeting 
Program  Chairperson.  All  arrangements  for  Annual  Meeting  in  September  are  going  very  well. 

SECRETARY  - Seola  Callahan  reminded  all  Annual  Meeting  program  participants  to  have  a 
written  copy  of  their  presentation. ..all  chairpersons  of  Conference  events  to  write  an  article  about  the 
event. ..all  District  Presidents  to  prepare  a year-end  summary  article. ..all  of  these  for  inclusion  in  the 
Annual  Report  and  Directory  1992-93.  She  also  asked  District  Presidents  to  encourage  local  units  to 
elect  officers  in  August  or  September  in  order  to  get  rosters  in  early.  She  asked  everyone  to  stress  the 
importance  of  accurate  and  prompt  reporting.  Nine  digit  zip-codes  will  soon  be  required  for  bulk 
mailings.  If  you  have  these,  start  using  them  now. 

GENERAL  AND  JURISDICTIONAL  CONFERENCES  - Seola  Callahan  reported  on  General 
and  Jurisdictional  Conferences.  She  explained  the  mechanics  of  the  General  Conference  Legislative 
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Committees  and  reported  the  method  and  the  results  of  some  of  the  voting  on  issues.  She  said  it 
would  be  impossible  to  express  in  words  the  experience  of  being  in  the  midst  of  so  many  United 
Methodists  working  together  to  determine  the  vision  and  the  direction  of  our  denomination.  The  high 
points  for  her  were  the  presentations  of  our  own  Jurisdictional  mission  projects  and  the  Advance;  the 
report  of  the  UMW  South  Central  Jurisdiction  President  and  introduction  of  the  new  president;  and 
the  election  process  through  which  six  new  bishops  were  elected  inclusively...  a black  man,  a woman, 
a hispanic  man,  and  3 white  men.  It  was  "truly  an  experience  of  a lifetime." 

TREASURER  - Mary  Spell,  treasurer  reported.  At  the  end  of  the  second  quarter  we  have 
paid  $96,599.19  or  31%  on  our  Pledge  to  Mission.  This  is  $7,574.41  less  than  was  paid  by  this  date 
in  1991.  Four  districts  have  paid  approximately  37%,  four  have  paid  42%  and  one  has  paid  58%  on 
their  pledge.  The  A&MD  budget  expenditure  to  date  is  $23,012.15  which  is  44%  of  the  budgeted 
amount.  There  is  a current  balance  of  $23,121.93  in  the  checking  account  and  a Certificate  of  Deposit 
in  the  amount  of  $20,000.00. 

SECRETARY  FOR  FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION  - Mary  Quinones  reported  that  she  had 
sent  a letter  to  all  local  presidents,  local  treasurers,  district  officers  and  conference  officers  regarding: 
(1)  Special  Offering  for  Conference  and  District  Retiring  Officers,  (2)  Conference  Mission  Candle  - 
1992  cost  of  mission  per  minute  $39.18,  (3)  Five  Star  Undesignated  Giving  Program  for  1991-1992, 
and  (4)  World  Thank  Offering.  The  revised  "31-Derful  Ways  to  Say  Thanks"  sheet  is  included  in  the 
current  conference  newsletter.  Large  World  Thank  Banks  will  be  placed  in  the  lobby  of  James  Dorm 
and  the  cafeteria  during  School  of  Christian  Mission  again  this  year.  Mary  has  a financial  display  in 
the  Learning  Center  and  a financial  skit  will  be  presented  at  one  of  the  gatherings.  The  1993  Mission 
Ribbons  have  been  ordered  with  the  Annual  Meeting  logo  and  the  words  "Here  Am  I."  The  cost 
this  year  will  be  17.8  cents  each  and  6,000  were  ordered.  She  has  also  revised  the  Louisiana  Mission 
Ribbon  pamphlets.  Fannie  Reddix  will  attend  the  Dulac  Board  meetings  on  behalf  of  the  UMW 
president  since  Mary  Q.  has  been  named  to  serve  as  a regular  Board  member. 

1993  Conference  Retreat  - March  12/13/14  - Mary  Quinones  also  reported  as  chairperson 
of  the  1993  Conference  Retreat  to  be  held  at  Tall  Timbers.  The  theme  will  be  "Holiness  for  Our 
Time,"  and  Gwen  White,  wife  of  retired  Bishop  C.  Dale  White,  will  be  the  leader.  Costs  are  based  on 
the  number  of  persons  per  room  and  a deposit  of  $5.00  per  person  estimated  to  attend  is  required.  It 
is  the  recommendation  of  the  Retreat  Committee  that  we  charge  a retreat  fee  of  $75.00  per  person 
(including  meals),  payable  in  advance  and  non-refundable  after  February  23,  1993. 

Louisiana  Mission  Ribbons  - Response  May  1992  Issue  - The  article  "Bright  Lights"  (page 
38)  in  the  May  1992  Issue  of  Response  magazine  tells  the  story  of  UMMW  (U  Make  Mission  Work) 
Ribbons  used  to  promote  undesignated  giving  in  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

CHRISTIAN  PERSONHOOD  COORDINATOR  - Celina  Johnson  reported  that  she  had 
communicated  with  all  district  counterparts.  Only  one,  Shirley  Wall-Monroe  District,  responded  for 
the  Meditation  Book  and  Geneva  Bell  submitted  one  for  the  Regional  School.  They  will  furnish  table 
graces  for  the  school  again  this  year,  but  response  for  this  was  also  poor.  Reading  reports  are  due  by 
August  1.  There  is  some  indication  that  this  will  be  a banner  year  for  the  Reading  Program. 

CHRISTIAN  GLOBAL  CONCERNS  COORDINATOR  - Mary  Pollard  reported  that  she  had 
participated  in  Church  Women  United  programs,  Christian  Discipline  Workshop,  Regional  School  of 
Christian  Mission  and  other  conference  and  district  meetings.  She  sends  birthday  cards  and  Mission 
Ribbons  to  missionaries.  She  was  the  speaker  at  Memorial  UMC  Monroe  on  UMW  Sunday.  There  is 
a display  in  the  Learning  Center  showing  the  units  that  have  received  Excellence  of  studies  for  1992. 
There  is  also  a chart  showing  the  increase  in  participation  for  the  past  few  years. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  INVOLVEMENT  COORDINATOR  - Geneva  Bell  stated  that  this  year 
has  been  a very  active  one  because  of  the  many  issues  before  us  in  our  Communities  and  in  Congress. 
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This  has  also  been  a time  of  elections.  Information  is  received  through  Interfaith  Impact  briefings 
and  quarterly  newsletters.  The  message  is,  "Get  Involved."  Other  information  has  been  distributed 
by  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  and  the  Women’s  Division.  It  is  important  that  we  work 
with  other  groups.  During  Regional  School  update  we  shared  ideas  of  ways  to  do  this  and  ways  to 
deal  with  various  issues.  Our  goal  is  to  continue  to  find  expertise,  build  leadership  and  develop 
networks  that  can  empower  people  within  communities  in  crisis  in  implementing  the  Charter  for 
Racial  Justice. 

SUPPORTIVE  COMMUNITY  COORDINATOR  - Hilda  Sills  reported  that  she  has  not  heard 
from  all  units  in  reference  to  the  survey  on  Women  in  Prison.  Each  local  Coordinator  of  Christian 
Social  Involvement  and  Supportive  Community  is  asked  to  read  the  booklet,  "Responsible  Parenthood 
and  the  Church  in  Mission."  Next  year  certificates  will  be  awarded  to  units  for  work  done  for 
Supportive  Community.  To  receive  a certificate  a unit  must  have  completed  work  in  each  of  these 
categories:  (1)  Submitted  forms  for  Campaign  for  Children  to  the  Women’s  Division  from  page  79  in 
the  Campaign  for  Children  Booklet,  (2)  Completed  any  ten  items  from  the  suggestion  sheet  for  local 
units  to  implement  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies,  (3)  Read  and  discussed  the  booklet, 
"Responsible  Parenthood  and  the  Church  in  Mission,"  (4)  Read  and  discussed  the  booklet,  "Women 
in  Crisis"  by  Anne  Marie  Hunter  and  Peggy  Halsey,  available  from  Service  Center,  $3.50.  Final  date 
to  report  this  information  to  the  District  Supportive  Community  Coordinator  will  be  July  1. 
Certificates  will  be  presented  at  Annual  Meeting.  Guidelines  will  be  given  at  District  Elected  Leaders 
Training  each  year. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP  - Norma  Winegeart  read  the  report  from  Marilyn  Ray. 
UMW  Sunday  reports  were  received  from  194  units;  this  number  does  not  include  the  Monroe 
District.  A survey  on  membership  was  conducted  in  each  district;  results  will  be  compiled  and 
reported.  The  unofficial  membership  count  as  reported  by  194  units  is  12,038.  There  is  still 
difficulty  in  getting  complete  and  accurate  information  from  the  local  units. 

Estelle  Dameron  Scholarship  - There  were  twelve  applicants  for  the  Estelle  Dameron 
Scholarship.  The  letters  from  the  recipients  indicated  they  are  eager  to  learn  and  study.  Several  will 
be  teachers  in  their  districts.  There  are  a limited  number  of  these  scholarships  that  can  be  awarded. 
We  need  to  promote  giving  to  the  scholarship  fund  and  also  encourage  local  units  to  send  members 
to  the  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

SECRETARY  OF  PROGRAM  RESOURCES  - Sally  Nash  reported  that  the  times  the  Resource 
Center  will  be  open  will  be  posted.  When  the  Coordinators  promote  the  resources,  as  they  have  done 
in  this  and  other  meetings,  it  encourages  sales.  Thanks  to  all  who  help  in  this  way. 

SECRETARY  FOR  PUBLICITY  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Norma  Winegeart  read  the 
report  from  Fannie  Reddix.  In  March  Fannie  and  her  husband  participated  in  the  training  sessions 
for  new  Board  of  Directors  members  of  the  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center.  In  April  she  attended  the 
quadrennial  meeting  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  in  Dallas.  The  theme  was,  "A  Fresh  Olive 
Leaf."  The  programming  was  excellent  as  it  transformed  the  audience  from  "Facing  the  Storm,"  to 
"leaving  the  Ark  to  create  a new  world."  Fannie  took  the  East  Dallas  Cooperative  Parish  Tour  which 
included  a variety  of  mission  projects.  She  participated  in  workshops,  the  voting  process  as  a delegate 
and  the  communion  service  as  an  usher.  She  expressed  her  appreciation  for  being  elected  a delegate. 
She  has  participated  in  district  and  conference  events  and  attended  Regional  School  of  Missions. 
Fannie  is  coordinating  the  Learning  Resource  Center  and  has  placed  the  scrapbook  there.  She 
continues  to  submit  news  articles  but  only  a few  of  them  have  been  printed.  Story  fact  sheets  were 
distributed  to  encourage  members  to  submit  news  articles  to  Fannie. 

CONFERENCE  NEWSLETTER  - Editor  Nancy  Carruth  will  not  be  able  to  attend  School  of 
Christian  Mission  due  to  a family  illness.  The  Newsletter  is  at  the  printers  and  has  been  proofed.  She 
will  return  home  Monday  to  get  it  ready  to  mail  with  the  help  of  a group  of  Alexandria  women.  The 
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Newsletter  will  be  mailed  Tuesday,  July  28.  The  last  set  of  mailing  labels  will  be  used.  New  mailing 
labels  must  to  be  submitted  by  the  District  Secretaries  for  the  January  Newsletter. 

HISTORIAN  - Jane  Fant  has  asked  to  be  relieved  of  the  Historian’s  job  because  of  family 
responsibilities.  Norma  will  appoint  a replacement  by  the  September  meeting. 


COMMITTEE  ONNOMINATIONS  - Kathy  Shea  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 
The  committee  met  and  identified  the  forthcoming  vacancies.  All  elements  of  inclusiveness  were 
considered  in  selecting  the  nominees.  The  Women’s  Division  has  made  changes  to  the  Constitution 
and  Bylaws  that  relate  to  this  committee,  effective  in  1992.  The  chairperson  will  be  elected  for  a two 
year  term  and  after  a transition  period  all  committee  members  will  be  elected  for  a four  year  term. 
The  members  will  be  elected  to  a class  not  a district.  There  will  be  four  rotating  classes.

1992  Annual  Meeting  - Celina  Johnson  is  the  program  chairperson  for  the  Annual  Meeting 
to  be  held  at  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Slidell,  September  18  and  19.  The  theme  is  "Here  Am 
I,"  and  the  theme  hymn  is  "Here  I Am,  Lord."  The  speaker  is  Edith  Ming  who  will  also  give  a musical 
program  on  Friday  night.  The  local  arrangements  committees  are  working  hard  to  have  everything 
ready  for  us. 


District  Elected  Leaders  Training  (PELT)  - October  24.  1992  - Esther  Sanson,  chairperson, 
reported  that  this  meeting  will  be  held  at  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Pineville.  Registration 
will  be  from  9:30  to  10:00  a.m.  The  meeting  will  begin  at  10  o’clock,  lunch  from  12:00  to  1:00  and 
1:00  to  2:30  back  in  the  officers  training  sessions.  Each  officer  will  have  their  own  sending  forth  in 
their  group  to  be  completed  by  2:30  p.m.  Joyce  Hazel  is  the  assistant  chairperson. 

Church  Women  United  State  Assembly  - The  theme  for  the  State  Assembly  of  Church  Women 
United  was  "Weaving  New  Patterns."  The  UMW  conference  president  is  the  denominational 
representative  to  the  Leaders  Council.  Kathy  Shea  attended  the  Friday  evening  meeting  as  our 
representative  and  Norma  Winegeart,  president,  attended  the  full  Assembly  meeting  on  Saturday  and 
gave  this  report.

1992  School  of  Christian  Mission  - Betty  Ferrington,  Dean,  reported.  "All  the  i’s  have  been 
dotted  and  the  t’s  have  been  crossed.  We  are  ready  for  school."  Something  we  are  doing  differently 
this  year  is  we  have  a school  directory-program  booklet  that  includes  all  the  information  you  need. 
There  is  not  a packet.  Present  registration  is  220.  Registration  has  been  down  for  a few  years  and 
we  really  need  to  promote  it  in  our  districts.  Lois  Heath  is  assistant  dean. 

1993  School  of  Christian  Mission  July  15-18  - Lois  Heath,  Dean,  reported.  Betty  Ferrington 
is  assistant  dean.  Most  of  the  teachers  have  been  confirmed.  People  of  the  Caribbean:  Gloria 
Bennett,  Erelene  Bradford,  Freddie  Henderson  and  Cecelia  M.  Long.  Global  Economics-Seeking  A

You  Say  That  I Am?":  Fay  Barrhartung,  Dollene  Sims  and  Marilyn  Oden. 

1995  School  Of  Christian  Mission  - Mary  Lou  Blakeman  has  been  asked  to  write  the  study 
book  for  the  1995  Spiritual  Growth  study  of  Ecclesiastes.  Mary  Lou  has  been  invited  to  teach  this 
study  in  our  conference  school. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE  - Mary  Spell,  chairperson,  reported.  The  Finance  Committee 
met  on  April  25  and  July  22,  1992.  The  proposed  Conference  Pledge  to  Mission  was  set  at 
$300,000.00  and  the  Administrative  and  Membership  Development  proposed  budget  was  set  for 
$55,915.00.  Due  to  Women’s  Division  requirements  the  audit  expenditure  was  raised  from  $500.00 
to  $ 1 ,800.00.  Also,  an  item  of  $ 1 ,000.00  has  been  added  for  dependent  care  subsidy  for  the  Executive 
Committee.  A task  group  was  appointed  to  determine  possible  ways  we  might  donate  to  the  Methodist 
Conference  Center.  They  are:  Seola  Callahan,  Chairperson,  Janet  Ward  and  Celina  Johnson.  A Gift 
in  Memory  in  the  amount  of  $25.00  will  be  sent  in  memory  of  Lowell  Sohl,  husband  of  Joyce  Sohl, 
who  passed  away  July  7,  1992.  The  committee  recommends  the  following  goal  to  the  Program 
Committee:  "To  increase  our  conference  Pledge  to  Mission  by  asking  each  UMW  member  to  purchase 
at  least  one  $5.00  Gift  to  Mission  card  in  1993." 


COMMITTEE  ON  STANDING  RULES  - Constance  Abraham-Handy,  chairperson,  reported. 
The  standing  rules  with  recommended  changes  have  been  sent  to  the  Newsletter  editor  and  will  be 
printed  in  the  Annual  Meeting  Newsletter  which  will  be  mailed  next  week.  This  will  meet  the  time 
requirement  of  having  the  changes  before  voting  on  them  at  Annual  Meeting. 

CHARTER  FOR  RACIAL  JUSTICE  - Norma  Winegeart,  chairperson,  began  her  report  with 
Concern  #6:  Our  Constitution  and  Bylaws  on  page  61  requires  that  the  president  shall  serve  as  the 
chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies.  This  was  discussed  during 
the  presidents  officer  update  at  Regional  School  and  several  others  felt  as  Norma  did  that  this  job 
would  be  better  served  by  someone  else  who  could  give  it  their  undivided  attention.  Norma  wrote 
a letter  to  the  Women’s  Division  to  this  effect.  Since  this  is  a concern  for  all  of  us  it  would  help  for 
a letter  to  be  written  to  the  Women’s  Division  from  this  group.  This  committee  met  last  night,  July 
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21.  The  main  business  of  the  meeting  was  to  recommend  a goal  for  the  conference.  "To  intentionally 
look  for  ways  to  become  more  inclusive  with  persons  of  other  races  by  sitting  together  at  meals  and 
meetings,  communicating  at  social  gatherings,  and  planning  local  unit/district  opportunities  for 
dialogue  to  implement  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies." 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  VERA  BULLOCH,  SECONDED  BY  MARY  POLLARD,  THAT  A LETTER 
BE  WRITTEN  FROM  THIS  CONFERENCE  BODY  TO  THE  WOMEN’S  DIVISION 
RECOMMENDING  THAT  SOMEONE  OTHER  THAN  THE  CONFERENCE  PRESIDENT  BE 
CHAIRPERSON  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CHARTER  FOR  RACIAL  JUSTICE  POLICIES. 
MOTION  CARRIED. 

West  Gulf  Regional  School  - Celina  Johnson  reported  as  a member  of  the  Regional  School 
planning  team.  Louisiana  was  well  represented.  Lake  Charles  District  created  a beautiful  banner, 
Geneva  Bell  wrote  a meditation  for  the  Meditation  Book  and  Fannie  Reddix  and  her  husband  made 
a display  for  the  Learning  Center.  Planning  meeting  for  the  1993  school  will  be  February  26-28,  1993 
at  Baker  University.  Celina  will  serve  on  the  school  Nominating  Committee  for  1993-94. 

1992  Quadrennial  Meeting  South  Central  Jurisdiction  - Norma  Winegeart  stated  that  many 
have  said  they  felt  this  was  one  of  the  best  meetings  they’d  ever  attended!  There  were  748  present. 
At  least  51  were  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  every  district  was  represented.  Our  conference 
display  was  made  by  Kathy  Shea  and  Esther  Sanson.  We  presented  three  nominees  to  be  elected 
directors  of  the  Women’s  Division;  Audrey  Milo,  Pat  Cobb  and  Lueburda  Myers.  Luebuerda  was  one 
of  the  16  selected  whose  names  were  to  be  sent  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  where  8 would  be 
elected.  Voting  delegates  from  Louisiana  were:  Norma  Winegeart,  Betty  Carlin,  Seola  Callahan,  Mary 
Quinones,  Celina  Johnson  and  Fannie  Reddix. 

St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  - Lynn  Foil  reported  that  James  Seymour,  Executive  Director 
of  St.  Mark’s  has  resigned  after  21  years  of  work  . The  search  committee  received  over  fifty 
applications  for  director.  The  decision  has  been  narrowed  down  to  two.  Lynn  has  spoken  with  both 
and  would  be  satisfied  with  either.  She  also  told  them  about  keeping  in  touch  with  United  Methodist 
Women  and  the  need  to  appear  at  Annual  Meeting.  An  Auxiliary  has  been  formed  which  will 
function  on  its  own  but  the  United  Methodist  Women  are  helping  them  to  get  established.  Lynn  is 
a member  of  the  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  Board.  The  Board  President  asked  Lynn  to  give  her 
a list  of  the  district  and  conference  officers.  It  was  the  concensus  of  the  group  that  "they"  are  "us" 
and  could  be  given  this  information  to  be  able  to  keep  in  touch  with  United  Methodist  Women.  The 
list  should  not  be  used  to  ask  for  funds  except  as  they  are  to  be  sent  through  proper  channels. 

People’s  Community  Center  - Celina  Johnson  serves  on  the  Trustee  Board  of  the  People’s 
Community  Center.  The  new  director  is  Rev.  Marva  Mitchell.  The  center  is  having  funding 
problems.  Volunteer  help  is  used  and  appreciated.  The  center  has  a lot  of  needs. 

Conference  Center  Project  - Norma  Winegeart  expressed  her  Concern  #7:  I would  like  to 
make  a formal  request  from  this  group  for  a storage  closet  that  can  be  locked,  where  we  can  store  our 
conference  files.  This  would  be  a tremendous  help  to  the  president  and  the  historian.  United 
Methodist  Women  have  not  been  given  a quota,  but  it  seems  that  we  should  do  something  as  a group 
to  express  our  affirmation  of  this  project.  We  plan  to  have  as  many  of  our  meetings  there  as  possible, 
from  committee  meetings  of  a few  hours,  to  meetings  lasting  several  days.  At  the  Finance  Meeting 
this  afternoon  a taskgroup  was  appointed  to  investigate  some  things  that  we  might  consider  taking  as 
a UMW  project. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  ESTHER  SANSON,  SECONDED  BY  HILDA  SILLS,  THAT  A REQUEST 
BE  SENT  TO  THE  CONFERENCE  CENTER  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  TO  INCLUDE  IN  THE 
BUILDING  PLANS  A STORAGE  CLOSET/ROOM,  THAT  CAN  BE  LOCKED,  FOR  THE  USE  OF 
THE  CONFERENCE  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN.  MOTION  CARRIED. 
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DISTRICT  PRESIDENTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  district  including  details  of  the 
following  highlights: 

ACADIANA  DISTRICT  - Dorothy  Dunbar,  president,  sent  a written  report.  A new  unit  was 
formed  by  Louisiana’s  newest  United  Methodist  Church,  Northwood  in  Lafayette.  Members  from  the 
old  Davidson’s  Memorial  Church  and  the  prospective  members  met  together  with  district  officers. 
Each  officer  presented  their  duties.  In  April  Mrs.  Andy  Forman  was  our  speaker  at  our  spring 
meeting  held  at  the  Church  of  the  Covenant  in  Lafayette.  Our  District  Secretary  and  our  Coordinator 
of  Christian  Global  Concerns  have  moved  from  our  district. 

ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT  - Esther  Sanson,  president,  reported  the  Alexandria  District  held 
a retreat  in  March  at  Hineston  at  the  Fellowship  United  Methodist  Church.

Norma  asked  those  present  to  sign  a card  to  be  sent 
to  Sally  Ernst  in  appreciation  of  her  service  and  a card  to  be  sent  to  Sally  Nash,  Conference  Secretary 
of  Program  Resources  who  has  moved  out  of  our  conference. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  BETTY  TURNER  THAT  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  JULY  22,  1992, 
MEETING  BE  APPROVED  AS  PRINTED  AND  DISTRIBUTED.  SECONDED  AND  CARRIED. 

INTRODUCTIONS  - Norma  introduced  Kathleen  Conrad  as  the  new  Conference  Historian. 
Jane  Fant  had  to  resign  due  to  family  responsibilities.  Kathleen  will  be  serving  one  year  of  an 
unexpired  term.  Betty  Hixson,  our  Jurisdiction  representative,  was  also  introduced.  Sue  Johnson, 
Staff  in  Region  assigned  to  us,  was  attending  a Women’s  Division  meeting. 

MISSION  TEAM  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  officer  including  details  of  the 
following  highlights: 

PRESIDENT  - Norma  Winegeart’s  report  follows: 

"Our  most  current  interest  is  Hurricane  Andrew.  Seola  and  Mary  Quinones  have  sent  out  some 
helpful  information  this  past  week;  and,  I have  added  reports  on  our  projects  under  "other  business" 
on  our  agenda  for  tonight.  But,  I want  to  give  a capsule  report.  The  buildings  at  Dulac  stood  - but 
the  ground  level  gym  had  six  feet  of  water  in  it.  MacDonell  suffered  only  tree  damage.  UMCOR  and 
the  Conference  are  using  our  property  at  Sager-Brown  - Godman  School  in  Baldwin  as  the  disaster 
relief  center.  They  are  housing  about  a hundred  of  the  homeless  people  in  that  area.  Our  last  two 
issues  of  The  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Reporter  have  had  some  excellent  news  articles  and  pictures 
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on  the  storm.  Lynn  Foil  called  me  to  report  that  she  had  checked  on  everyone  in  her  district  and 
they’d  all  come  through  okay  except  for  LaPlace  - and  you  saw  that  on  TV. 

On  August  15th  I called  Sally  Nash  about  something  --  only  to  learn  that  she  had  accepted  a 
new  job  as  counsellor  in  a 7th  and  8th  grade  middle  school  in  Nashville,  Tennessee  and  she  was 
leaving  the  NEXT  DAY.  She  had  written  me  a letter  of  resignation  which  I did  not  receive  until 
three  days  later.  A replacement  will  be  named  tonight  by  the  Nominating  Committee  to  fill  her  one 
year  unexpired  term.  I have  a card  today  for  all  of  you  to  sign  for  Sally.  And,  you  will  find  her  new 
address  and  phone  number  on  the  bottom  of  our  new  list  of  officers  that  will  be  given  out  at  the  post 
executive  committee  meeting  on  Saturday.  Sally  suggested  that  I ask  Lois  Heath  to  take  care  of  the 
Resource  Room  for  Annual  Meeting  — which  I did.  And,  Thank  the  Lord,  she  said  ’yes.’  And, 
tomorrow  is  Lois’  birthday! 

I received  a letter  from  the  Conference  office  saying  they  are  going  to  form  a new  committee 
to  assist  with  the  Conference  Audio-Visual  Library  and  would  I appoint  someone  to  represent  the 
United  Methodist  Women.  I called  Rita  Parham  and  she  graciously  accepted. 

Many  of  you  missed  Taylor  Phillips  at  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  and  asked  about  her. 
I called;  and  she  has  not  been  well  lately.  The  day  before  I called  her  she  was  on  the  way  to  the 
doctor  in  Lake  Charles  and  was  in  an  automobile  accident  and  had  to  be  hospitalized  overnight.  She 
is  at  home  and  on  the  mend.  She  is  no  longer  using  a post  office  box  — her  address  is  607  New 
Orleans  Street,  Lake  Arthur,  LA  70549.  Mary  Spell  said  she  had  talked  to  her  and  that  she  was  in  the 
bed;  she  has  some  good  days  and  some  bad. 

Bishop  and  Marilyn  Oden  plan  to  be  here  tomorrow  at  noon  and  for  the  afternoon  session. 
They  leave  Sunday  for  Bulgaria  for  the  Excutive  Committee  meeting  of  the  World  Methodist  Council. 
Nancy  Carruth  who  is  here,  and  a young  person  who  has  just  moved  to  the  conferece,  Amy  Valdez 
from  DeRidder,  will  accompany  them. 

During  the  School  of  Mission  several  asked  about  more  UMW  tee  shirts.  I called  Annette 
Fortuna  but  at  this  time  they  are  too  busy  with  their  local  church  to  do  any  more  shirts--maybe  later. 

From  the  minutes  of  the  Core  Planning  Group  on  July  16  & 17  - there  was  a balance  of  $900 
from  the  1990  Assembly  offering  with  grants  yet  to  be  distributed.  Included  in  this  final  list  was 
another  $100  for  the  Health  Care  for  Migrant  Children,  Memorial  UMC,  Monroe,  which  they  have 
now  received.  Vera  Bulloch  stated  they  had  received  $1,500  already.  Alonzo  Campbell  reported  that 
Hartzell-Mt.  Zion  UMC  had  received  $500  from  the  Assembly  offering. 

According  to  the  list  of  Annual  Meetings  being  held  in  our  Jurisdiction,  we  are  the  first  ones 
meeting.  The  majority  will  be  meeting  in  October. ..right  up  to  the  31st.  They  noted  that  Conference 
directories  need  to  be  sent  to  the  Core  Planning  Group  president  and  secretary.  And,  we  need  to  send 
both  of  them  our  new  lists  after  elections  tomorrow. 

The  Women’s  Division  held  organizational  meetings  for  the  new  quadrennium  on  September 
11-13.  We  received  a lovely  letter  from  the  out-going  president,  Sally  Graham  Ernst,  expressing  her 
appreciation  to  ’each  Methodist  Woman  for  her  commitment  to  service,  prayer  and  giving.’  She  said, 
’together  you  have  accomplished  great  things,  and  you  will  continue  to  do  so  long  into  the  future.’ 
The  new  president  of  the  Women’s  Division  is  Carolyn  Johnson.  She  was  supposed  to  come  to  our 
School  of  Christian  Mission  this  summer  but  did  not  get  to  come.  Inelle  Bagwell  is  the  new  vice 
president  and  chair  of  the  Section  on  Christian  Social  Relations.  Twick  Morrison  who  was  our  lay 
speaker  at  Annual  Conference  this  year,  and  was  in  our  Christian  Discipline  Workshop  at  Tall 
Timbers,  is  vice  president  and  chair  of  the  Section  on  Missions  and  Membership  Development. 
Lueburda  Myers  was  one  of  our  nominees  to  the  Women’s  Division  whose  name  went  on  to  the 
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Jurisdictional  Conference;  but, she  was  not  elected.  The  Women’s  Division  selects  13  more  people  for 
inclusiveness.  Lueburda’s  name  was  sent  in  this  pool  of  nominees  by  the  Core  Planning  Group. 

The  Women’s  Division  has  sent  out  1,500  surveys  to  churches  selected  by  a computer  --in 
order  to  include  the  smallest  to  the  largest  in  membership,  rural  and  urban.  Nineteen  churches  were 
selected  in  our  conference  — with  at  least  one  from  every  district.  I sent  letters  to  all  19  of  these 
presidents  or  churches,  as  some  do  not  have  UMW  units.  The  Division  requests  that  the  District 
Presidents  follow  up  on  these  and  ask  that  someone  from  those  churches  reply  to  the  survey.  Each 
of  these  units  also  received  the  13-minute  video  tape  ’Count  Me  In.’  After  they  have  finished  with 
it  they  are  to  turn  it  in  to  the  District  President  so  that  they  can  be  shared  with  other  units.

TREASURER  - Mary  Spell  reported  a balance  of  $18,143.20  in  the  checking  account  and  a 
Certificate  of  Deposit  in  the  amount  of  $20,000.00.  She  received  $525.00  for  Dulac  Community 
Center  Hurricane  Relief.  Several  of  the  District  Treasurers  have  said  they  will  be  sending  more 
special  funds  for  Dulac  on  the  Third  Quarter  reports  which  are  due  September  25.  The  School  of 
Christian  Mission  financial  statement  is  attached.  It  reflects  income  of  $17,  836.38  with  expenditures 
of  $25,143.63.  Adding  the  budgeted  amount  of  $7,500.00  to  the  income  and  subtracting  the  expenses 
leaves  a credit  of  $192.75  for  the  Conference  School.  The  Districts  have  each  received  three-fourths 
of  their  1992  A & MD  budget  funds.

SECRETARY  FOR  FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION  - Mary  Quinones  stated  that  she  is 
really  excited  about  1993  Mission  Ribbons  and  the  possibilities  for  using  them  starting  right  now  and 
throughout  1993.  The  theme  "HERE  AM  I"  can  be  used  to  promote  undesignated  giving, 
membership,  mission,  outreach,  etc.  She  had  ribbons  for  everyone  present  and  also  an  updated 
pamphlet  giving  the  tradition  of  our  mission  ribbons.  6,000  ribbons  were  purchase  at  a cost  of  18 
cents  each.  3,000  pamphlets  were  printed  at  a cost  of  5 cents  each.  These  were  well  received  last 
year,  and  we  were  even  mentioned  in  the  Bright  Lights  article  in  May  1992  issue  of  Response. 
Ribbons  (with  pamphlets)  will  be  for  sale  during  registration  on  Friday  and  throughout  the  day.  The 
balance  of  ribbons  will  go  to  the  districts  for  sale  at  their  District  Annual  Meetings  and  throughout 
the  year. 

The  Mission  Candle  will  be  lighted  in  Honor  of  Mary  Spell,  retiring  Conference  Treasurer.  - 

The  candle  will  burn  in  honor  and  in  memory  of  those  listed  in  the  Mission  Candle  Book.  The  total 
amount  received  for  the  candle  (to  date)  is  $9,450.70,  representing  4 hours,  1 minute,  15  seconds  of 
mission.  There  is  a decrease  in  our  candle  gifts  this  year.  44  units  have  qualified  as  Five  Star  Units 
for  1991-92.  Some  districts  have  not  reported,  so  there  may  be  an  increase  in  this  area.  The 
certificates  will  be  given  out  at  the  District  Annual  Meetings.  As  a conference  we  are  promoting  the 
World  Thank  Offering  during  October  and  conference  officers  are  urged  to  set  an  example  in  their 
local  units  by  their  participation.  Members  are  asked  to  publicize  the  revised  "31-derfur'  sheets.  The 
Bible  study/prayer  emphasis  side  has  been  revised  to  go  along  with  the  giving  suggestions  on  the  back. 
If  we  do  not  see  marked  results,  we  should  look  into  other  alternatives  for  promotion  of  this  offering. 
The  Pledge  Service  and  the  Mission  Candle  Lighting  Service  are  printed  in  the  Annual  Meeting 
program  book.  They  follow  the  theme,  "Here  Am  1." 

1993  Conference  Retreat  - March  12-14  - Mary  Quinones,  chairperson  and  Hilda  Sills,  co- 
chairperson. All  participants  have  been  confirmed.  Resumes  and  pictures  have  been  secured  for  the 
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January  Newsletter  and  Mary  Q.  will  be  working  with  Editor  Nancy  Carruth  on  the  rest  of  the 
Newsletter  information. 


The  Committee  on  Nominations  - Kathy  Shea,  chairperson,  reported.  The  Committee  on 
Nominations  submits  the  name  of  Jan  Randolph  to  replace  Inez  Parker  as  the  ninth  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Nominations  and  the  name  of  Lottie  Palazzo  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Sally  Nash 
as  Secretary  of  Program  Resources.

School  of  Christian  Mission  1992  - Betty  Ferrington,  dean,  reporting.  Two  hundred  eight  men 
and  women  participated  in  the  school  held  at  Centenary  July  22-26.  The  three  studies  were  the  most 
thought  provoking  and  discomforting  in  recent  years.The  study  group  leaders  did  a great  job  of 
presenting  the  material  and  forcing  us  to  evaluate  our  ideals  and  ideas.  Six  of  the  eleven  study  group 
leaders  were  participating  in  a School  of  Christian  Mission  for  the  first  time.  There  were  more  than 
40  first  timers.  The  New  Orleans  District  won  the  Attendance  Banner.  Two  laymen  and  four  clergy 
participated.  CEU  credits  were  earned  by  the  clergy.  Betty  had  some  suggestions  for  the  next  school 
and  has  presented  them  to  the  school  committee.

The  committee  will  meet  at  St.  Mark’s 
UMC  in  Baton  Rouge  on  November  21. 

Newsletter  Editor  - Nancy  Carruth  said  that  she  will  need  everthing  that  goes  in  the  first  1993 
Newsletter  by  December  31,  1992.  This  will  be  mainly  the  Retreat  Newsletter  but  any  conference 
officers  or  district  presidents  that  have  something  that  needs  to  be  included  should  get  the 
information  to  Nancy  before  January  1st.  We  will  also  need  new  mailing  labels  from  the  district 
secretaries.

Women;  and  Dot  Pierce,  North  Shore  District  President. 

Special  guests  and  visitors  recognized  were  Bishop  and  Mrs.  William  Oden,  and  Betty  Hixson, 
representative  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Group.  Former  presidents  in 
attendance  were  Estelle  Dameron,  Maude  Harris,  Amy  Ward,  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Secretaries 
Gloria  Bennett  and  Minza  Rabun.  Others  introduced  were:  Joyce  Reed,  State  President  of  Church 
Women  United  and  a United  Methodist  Woman;  Rob  Thompson,  Dulac;  S.  T.  Tidwell,  St  Mark’s 
Community  Center;  and  Jerry  Bridges,  MacDonell’s  Children’s  Services.  Others  will  be  introduced 
as  they  appear  on  the  program. 

PRESENTATION  OF  THE  PROGRAM  - Celina  Johnson,  Chairperson  of  the  Annual  Meeting 
Taskgroup  presented  the  program.  "Here  I Am,  Lord,"  was  the  theme  hymn;  the  scripture,  Isaiah  6:8. 
Gail  Epperson,  Chairperson  of  Local  Arrangements,  gave  directions  for  the  events. 

LIGHTING  OF  THE  MISSION  CANDLE  - The  logo  on  the  program  cover  represents  the 
dove  bringing  the  olive  branch  of  peace  to  the  hearts  of  all  who  will  say,  "Here  am  I,  send  me."  The 
worship  setting  on  the  table  with  the  Mission  Candle  was  in  keeping  with  this  theme.  The  candle  was 
lighted  in  appreciation  and  in  honor  of  retiring  Conference  Treasurer  Mary  Spell.  As  the  candle  was 
lighted,  Gail  read  a poem  written  by  her  mother  Hallie  Epperson. 

Some  work  to  do,  a load  to  lift 
That  others  do  not  try. 

I have  no  special  strength  or  gift. 

I’ll  try!  Lord,  here  am  I! 

A word  to  speak,  or  silence  keep 
Though  others  know  not  why; 

Encouragement,  the  path  is  steep 
I’ll  speak!  Lord,  here  am  I. 

The  time  is  short,  so  much  to  do. 

It  brings  a heavy  sigh. 

The  helping  workers  are  but  few 
My  part  - Lord,  here  am  I! 
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The  Mission  Candle  was  lighted  at  1:40  p.m.  and  burned  4 hours,  11  minutes  and  13  seconds  while 
Annual  Meeting  was  in  session,  representing  undesignated  giving  of  $9,841.63 

OPENING  WORSHIP  - Music  director  for  the  Annual  Meeting  was  Tracy  Ferrington, 
accompanied  by  Ginny  Burris.  Worship  began  with  the  singing  of  the  theme  hymn,  "Here  I Am 
Lord."  Excerpts  from  the  opening  worship  given  by  Rev.  Ellen  Alston,  Lacombe  United  Methodist 
Church,  follow: 

"Isaiah  6:1-8.  Here  I am.  Here  you  are.  Here  we  are.  We  are  here  gathered  in  the  presence 
of  one  another.  We  are  here  in  the  presence  of  God.  And  we  may  not  see  great  visions  of  heavenly 
courts  as  Isaiah  did,  but  this  gathering  here  could  not  be  any  more  awe  inspiring,  could  it?  With  all 
of  you  gathered  from  Plain  Dealing,  from  Bastrop,  from  Golden  Meadow,  and  from  Austin,  Texas. 
Some  of  you  came  many  miles  and  drove  for  hours.  Some  of  you  have  come  from  communities  who 
know  all  too  well  that  force  which  we  have  come  to  know  as  ’Andrew’.  (Hurricane  Andrew  struck  the 
Louisiana  Gulf  Coast  in  August  1992.)  There  is  much  to  work  on  there.  Yet  today  you  are  here. 
Some  have  come  from  difficult  situations,  at  home,  at  work.  Some  have  made  great  sacrifices  to  be 
here  at  this  time.  It  is  awesome  that  we  are  all  here.  It  is  awesome  to  be  in  the  presence  of  one 
another,  gathered  in  the  presence  of  our  Lord.  We  have  come  to  hear  the  call  of  God  and  to  respond. 
We  are  here  because  we  have  already  heard  the  call.  Not  just  the  call  about  making 
sandwiches. ..carpooling. ..or  other  arrangements....!  mean  God’s  call.  I mean  that  question  which 
touches  us  so  very  deeply  and  brings  meaning  to  our  lives.  It  comes  to  us  in  many  different  ways. 
It  may  have  been  repeated  many  times  for  us  to  realize  that  it  was  there.  Sometimes  it  is  difficult  to 
discern  God’s  voice  in  the  midst  of  all  the  other  voices  that  we  hear.  Our  call  may  have  been  very 
different  than  Isaiah’s.  In  fact,  likely  it  was.  But  we  do  share  with  Isaiah  the  experience  of  being 
called.  His  story  can  remind  us  that  when  we  are  in  God’s  presence  we  are  awestruck.  We  are  more 
clearly  aware  of  who  we  are.  We  are  touched  and  we  are  called.  How  can  I be  your  messenger? 
United  Methodist  Women  know  how  to  respond.  United  Methodist  Women  keep  mission  alive  in  local 
churches. ...cook  meals  for  families  in  their  time  of  need. ...speak  out  as  prophetic  voices  where  there 
is  injustice. ...organize  for  life-giving  Christian  outreach  in  our  own  neighborhoods  as  well  as  in 
foreign  lands.  ’God  has  no  hands  but  our  hands.  No  feet  but  our  feet.  No  voices  but  our  voices.’  We 
are  in  the  presence  of  God.  Here  we  can  know  ourselves.  Here  we  can  be  touched.  In  this  place  we 
hear  once  again,  ’Whom  shall  I send.’" 

GREETINGS  FROM  BISHOP  AND  MRS.  ODEN  - 

Excerpts  from  comments  by  Marilyn  Oden  - 

"It  is  such  a joy  to  be  with  you  all.  There  really  is  a wonderful,  ’sweet,  sweet  spirit’  in  this 
room.  What  a journey  we  have  had  over  these  four  years.  We  have  prayed  together,  and  we  have 
sung  together,  we’ve  been  in  mission  together,  we’ve  even  danced  together.  I feel  so  blessed  that  Bill 
and  I have  been  placed  in  Louisiana  and  that  I get  to  continue  my  faith  journey  along  with  all  of  you. 
Thank  you  so  much." 

From  comments  by  Bishop  Oden  - 

"It  is  a tremendous  joy  to  be  here.  This  is  September  of  1992.  As  of  this  very  moment  two 
bulldozers  are  hard  at  work  clearing  out  the  lake  on  the  land  which  will  be  our  Conference  Center 
just  a few  miles  south  of  Alexandria.  T.  L.  James  and  Company  not  only  has  the  road  in,  it’s 
passable.  The  pads  where  the  buildings  will  be  have  been  cleared.  The  bulldozers  are  costing  us 
$5,000  a month.  Two  volunteers  are  running  them.  We  are  convinced  that  for  about  $30,000  we  will 
be  able  to  do  what  had  been  estimated  would  cost  us  $600,000.  We  are  going  to  leave  it  as  natural  as 
possible.  The  plans  have  been  drawn.  It  will  take  about  six  million  dollars  to  build  completely  the 
first  phase  so  that  400  people  can  stay  there  overnight  with  200  beds.  The  plans  for  raising  funds  are 
exciting.  Hopefully,  in  1993  we  will  be  raising  money.  1994  we  will  be  building.  Vera  Packer, 
secretary  of  the  Conference  Center  Board,  and  I would  like  to  invite  the  United  Methodist  Women 
to  have  their  Spring  Retreat  in  1995  at  the  Conference  Center. 
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I also  want  to  say  a word  of  appreciation  to  all  of  you  for  what  the  Methodists  in  Louisiana 
have  done  in  responding  to  the  needs,  the  hurts,  the  pains  created  by  Hurricane  Andrew.  Marilyn 
and  I came  home  from  Lake  Junaluska  very  early  Wednesday  morning  when  it  became  obvious  it  was 
coming  into  the  Louisiana  coast.  The  next  morning  early  we  went  with  some  UMCOR  people  to 
southern  Louisiana  and  there  we  visited  with  stunned,  shocked  pastors  and  lay  people.  Twenty  of  our 
churches  and  parsonages  were  severely  damaged.  We  were  there  immediately  following  the  hurricane 
with  UMCOR  right  by  our  side  and  United  Methodist  Women’s  strong  support  of  all  the  relief  efforts 
going  on.  The  next  two  days  came  a $50,000  check  from  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  for 
immediate  relief.  We  now  have  a coordinator  in  place.  With  the  help  of  you  and  Methodists  all  over 
America  and  the  United  Methodist  Church  they  just  might  rebuild  the  whole  Gulf  Coast. 

Marilyn  and  I are  looking  forward  to  teaching  in  our  Conference  Mission  School  next  summer. 
This  is  one  of  the  things  we  have  missed  most  in  Louisiana,  being  a part  of  the  summer  mission 
schools  which  we  have  done  almost  every  summer  through  our  ministry.  And,  we  look  forward  to 
continuing  our  faith  journey  with  you.  It  is  a joy  to  be  here,  to  share  this  meeting  and  also  to 
celebrate  all  the  good  things  happening  in  circles,  in  units,  in  districts,  in  United  Methodist  Women 
all  over  Louisiana." 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  - President  Norma  Winegeart  gave  the  following  report: 

"Last  October  it  was  the  privilege  of  your  president  to  represent  you  in  New  York  City  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Women’s  Division;  and  the  opening  session  of  the  General  Board  of  Global 
Ministries,  which  was  presided  over  by  Bishop  Woodrow  Hearn,  and  one  session  of  the  World 
Division.  The  directors  and  board  chairmen  of  our  Louisiana  projects  and  I attended  the  Quadrennial 
Meeting  of  the  National  Institutions  in  the  Meadowlands,  New  Jersey  in  November. 

A team  from  the  Women’s  Division  conducted  a Christian  Disciplines  Workshop  in  January 
at  Tall  Timbers  for  the  conference  mission  team,  the  district  coordinators  of  Christian  Personhood 
and  Supportive  Community. 

In  April  over  50  from  Louisiana  attended  the  quadrennial  meeting  of  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction  UMW  in  Dallas.  Fannie  Reddix  will  give  a more  detailed  report  but,  I want  to  say  it  was 
one  of  the  best  meetings  I have  ever  attended.  Lucy  Burciaga  of  the  Rio  Grande  Conference  was 
elected  our  President.  I talked  with  her  Monday  evening  and  she  sends  greetings  to  all  of  you. 

This  was  also  the  year  for  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences.  We  were  proud  of  the 
number  of  women  in  our  Louisiana  delegations. 

During  Annual  Conference  we  presented  a $100  Special  Mission  Recognition  pin  and 
certificate  to  LaFern  Collins  who  has  been  the  resident  director  of  James  Dormitory  at  Centenary 
College  for  the  past  10  years  and  has  been  most  helpful  to  us  for  our  many  meetings  on  the  Centenary 
College  campus.  She  retired  after  the  close  of  our  School  of  Christian  Mission  in  July. 

Your  conference  officers  and  study  group  leaders  for  the  School  of  Christian  Mission,  23  in 
all,  flew  to  Kansas  City  and  then  went  to  Baker  University  in  Baldwin,  Kansas  for  the  West  Gulf 
Regional  School.  Celina  Johnson  is  our  conference  representative  on  this  School  Planning  Team. 

Lueburda  Myers  has  been  a member  of  the  Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Group,  serving  as 
secretary,  this  past  quadrennium.  We  are  proud  of  Lueburda  and  her  representation  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference. 

There  were  219  registered  for  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  at  Centenary  in  July;  with  Betty 
Ferrington  as  dean  and  Lois  Heath  as  assistant  dean.  They  will  reverse  the  roles  next  summer  with 
Lois  as  dean  and  Betty  as  assistant  dean.

Audrey  Milo  has  completed  her  term  as  president  of  the  Louisiana  Church  Women  United, 
only  to  be  followed  by  another  United  Methodist  Woman  - Joyce  Reed. 

Local  unit  reports  will  be  due  to  your  district  president  on  December  15th.  You  will  receive 
your  report  blanks  at  your  district  annual  meetings  in  October.  Please  do  not  fill  these  out  alone. 
Take  them  to  an  executive  committee  meeting,  or  to  your  whole  group  if  you  have  a small  unit. 
There  will  be  some  things  that  others  can  share  that  need  to  be  included. 

DO  send  them!  Your  district  president  compiles  the  local  unit  reports  and  sends  your  district 
report  to  the  conference  president.  She  compiles  the  district  reports  and  sends  them  to  the  Women’s 
Division.  We  can  only  report  what  you  send  to  us.  Last  year  277  out  of  323  units  reported  a 
membership  of  12,025.  This  is  a decrease  of  166  members  — but  46  units  sent  no  reports.  Fourteen 
conferences  had  100%  reporting....!  wish  we  could  make  it  15  this  year! 

The  Women’s  Division  has  sent  out  surveys  to  a group  of  churches  selected  by  a computer 
according  to  the  membership  --  from  the  smallest  to  the  largest.  Nineteen  from  Louisiana  were 
chosen.  Was  your  church  chosen?  Have  you  responded?  If  not,  please  do  this! 

A committee  of  20  will  be  formed  to  receive  these  surveys  and  come  up  with  some  new  ideas 
to  make  UMW  attractive  to  a broader  group  especially  younger  women.  Conference  presidents 
were  allowed  to  nominate  people  to  serve  on  this  committee.  I sent  in  13  names,  hoping  that  surely 
one  of  them  would  fit  into  one  of  the  20  slots  available.  But,  there  are  72  conferences  hoping  for  one 
of  those  20  places.  We  will  know  in  October  who  has  been  selected. 

This  is  an  on-going  project.  If  you  have  an  idea  or  suggestion  to  share,  write  to  Joyce  Sohl 
at  Women’s  Division.  We  talk  among  ourselves,  but  we  need  to  share  our  comments  with  the  ones  who 
are  endeavoring  to  make  some  needed  changes. 

Our  conference  is  fortunate  to  be  the  home  of  three  of  our  Women’s  Division  National 
projects:  Dulac  Community  Center,  MacDonelFs  United  Methodist  Children’s  Services  in  Houma  and 
St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  in  New  Orleans.  Some  have  asked  why  United  Methodist  Women  don’t 
support  our  children’s  homes  in  Ruston  and  New  Orleans.  These  are  properties  and  programs  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  and  we  support  them  as  members  of  our  churches  and  Sunday  School 
classes.  Dulac,  MacDonell  and  St.  Mark’s  properties  belong  to  the  Women’s  Division  --  they  are 
OURS.  Their  work  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  National  Division  of  the  General  Board  of  Global 
Ministries. 

The  Women’s  Division  also  owns  the  property  of  the  Sager-Brown  - Godman  School  at 
Baldwin.  There  is  no  project  there  at  present  and  so  these  buildings  are  being  used  by  UMCOR  and 
the  Conference  as  our  disaster  relief  headquarters,  and  even  have  visions  of  bringing  that  property 
and  that  program  back  to  life.  It  is  also  being  used  to  house  some  of  the  people  who  have  been  left 
homeless  by  Hurricane  Andrew.  The  directors  of  our  projects  are  with  us  today  and  you  will  hear 
from  them  later. 

The  Annual  Conference  has  launched  another  great  project  this  year  --  our  United  Methodist 
Conference  Center.  We  will  support  this  project  in  a specific  way  later  on  --  but,  we  strongly  urge 
you  to  support  this  as  members  of  your  local  churches.  United  Methodist  Women  will  certainly 
benefit  by  having  a place  to  meet  in  the  center  of  the  state  for  various  meetings  --  large  and  small, 
long  and  short.  This  is  something  all  of  us  will  enjoy  and  be  proud  to  be  a part  of. 

The  Women’s  Division  had  an  organizational  meeting  last  week,  electing  new  officers  for  the 
1992-1996  quadrennium.  Dr.  Carolyn  Johnson  of  West  Lafayette,  Indiana,  is  the  new  president  of 
Women’s  Division.  We  deeply  appreciate  the  leadership  this  past  four  years  by  Sally  Graham  Ernst. 
We  are  sending  her  a card  from  our  conference. 
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Joyce  Sohl  is  our  deputy  general  secretary.  Her  husband,  Lowell  Sohl,  died  in  July.  We  sent 
a gift  in  memory  from  our  conference  and  have  received  a lovely  note  of  appreciation  from  Joyce. 

Betty  Carlin,  our  conference  vice-president,  has  just  returned  from  Alabama  where  she 
attended  the  funeral  of  her  grandson,  Bobby  Knight,  who  was  in  an  automobile  accident  last  Friday 
morning  (September  11)  on  his  way  to  work.  He  leaves  his  grandparents,  parents,  two  young 
daughters  and  his  wife  who  is  expecting  their  third  child  in  January.  Our  deepest  sympathy  to  Betty 
and  her  family. 

Our  conference  secretary  of  program  resources,  Sally  Nash,  accepted  a new  job  as  counselor 
in  a middle  school  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  and  left  Shreveport  rather  quickly  near  the  end  of  August. 
We  followed  the  rules  of  the  conference.  The  Nominating  Committee  has  nominated  and  the 
Executive  Committee  has  accepted,  Lottie  Palazzo  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Sally  Nash  as  Program 
Resources  Coordinator  for  the  conference.  Jane  Fant,  the  conference  Historian,  has  a new  grandbaby 
who  arrived  in  this  world  with  some  health  problems  and  Jane  has  become  the  daytime  caretaker  for 
Victoria;  and  so  she  resigned  her  office.  This  is  an  appointed  position  and  during  the  School  of 
Christian  Mission  I announced  her  replacement  for  a one  year  unexpired  term  - Kathleen  Conrad. 
I would  like  to  present  her  to  you  at  this  time.

VOTING  DELEGATES  ESTABLISHED  - The  president  read  the  rule  for  establishing  the 
voting  delegates  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  - Seola  Callahan, 
secretary,  presented  the  following  recommendation  from  the  Executive  Committee:  "It  is  the 
recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  the  offering  to  be  taken  tomorrow  be  given 
undesignated  in  honor  of  our  special  guest  Edith  Ming. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  SEOLA  CALLAHAN  THAT  THE  RECOMMENDATION  OF  THE 
EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  BE  ADOPTED  AND  THE  OFFERING  BE  SENT  UNDESIGNATED  TO 
MISSION  IN  HONOR  OF  EDITH  MING.  SECONDED  BY  BETTY  CARLIN.  MOTION  PASSED. 


SOUTH  CENTRAL  JURISDICTION  - At  this  meeting  last  year  voting  delegates  to  the  South 
Central  Jurisdiction  organization  of  United  Methodist  Women  were  elected  as  follows:  Norma 
Winegeart,  president;  Betty  Carlin,  vice  president;  Celina  Johnson,  coordinator  for  Christian 
Personhood;  Fannie  Reddix,  publicity;  Seola  Callahan,  secretary;  and  Mary  Quinones,  financial 
interpreter.  Excerpts  from  the  report  of  this  event  given  by  Fannie  Reddix  follow: 

"On  April  3rd  over  51  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Women  traveled  to  Dallas,  Texas  to  attend 
the  1992  quadrennial  meeting  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction.  The  meeting  was  held  at  the 
Fairmont  Hotel.  The  South  Central  Jurisdiction  composes  eight  states,  which  is  divided  into  seventeen 
conferences.  There  were  approximately  748  in  attendance.  Our  conference  display  was  made  by 
Kathy  Shea  and  Esther  Sanson.  We  presented  three  nominees  to  be  elected  to  the  Women’s  Division. 
They  were  Audrey  Milo,  Pat  Cobb  and  Lueburda  Myers.  Lueburda  was  one  of  the  sixteen  selected 
whose  names  were  sent  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  which  was  held  in  July. 

The  general  theme  was  ’A  Fresh  Olive  Leaf.’  The  stage  was  set  with  a backdrop  designed  by 
Sue  Johnson,  assisted  by  Malonne  Davis,  Cleo  Shull  and  Myrtle  Clingenpeel.  The  actual  backdrop  was 
painted  by  youngsters  in  an  art  class  at  one  of  the  local  schools  in  Dallas.  As  I listened  to  the  thunder 
and  lightning,  I felt  as  though  I was  back  in  the  book  of  Genesis.  Looking  at  Noah’s  Ark  and 
listening  to  Moyna  Hudgens  tell  the  stories  from  ’Facing  the  Storm,’  to  ’Leaving  the  Ark  to  create  a 
new  World,’  transformed  the  audience. 

There  were  many  opportunities  to  share  talents,  form  new  friendships,  renew  old  relationships 
and  gain  inspiration  to  make  this  a better  world.  The  United  Methodist  Women  are  truly  a 
community  of  women  whose  purpose  is  to  know  God. .to  develop  creative  supportive  fellowship.  As 
one  of  the  options  to  witness  firsthand  some  of  the  mission  projects  of  Dallas  I took  the  East  Dallas 
Cooperative  Parish  Tour.  Some  of  the  mission  projects  included  language  and  tutorial  programs, 
health  clinics,  job  placement  services,  clothing  and  food  assistance.  I participated  in  various 
workshops,  the  voting  process  as  a voting  delegate  and  the  Communion  Service  as  an  usher.  On  the 
final  night  of  the  meeting  at  the  banquet  we  exchanged  a small  stuffed  toy  that  we  had  brought  from 
home.  Each  one  at  the  table  shared  a short  story  about  the  toy.  I want  to  thank  the  Conference 
United  Methodist  Women  for  electing  me  as  a delegate  to  the  quadrennial  meeting  of  the  South 
Central  Jurisdiction.  These  experiences  have  truly  enlightened  and  enhanced  my  spiritual  growth." 
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PRESENTATION  OF  GOALS  - Betty  Carlin,  vice  president,  presented  the  goals  for  1993. 

PROPOSED  GOALS  FOR  1993 

I.  To  intentionally  look  for  ways  to  be  more  inclusive  with  persons  of  other  races,  by 
sitting  together  at  meals  and  meetings,  communicating  at  social  gatherings,  and 
planning  unit/district  opportunities  for  dialogue  to  implement  the  Charter  for  Racial 
Justice  Policies.

Methodist  Women  to  purchase  at  least  one  (1)  $5.00  Gift  to  Mission  Card  in  1993. 

III.  Mission  Coordinators  shall: 

-Promote  the  Reading  Program  by  purchasing  a book  from  their  category  each  year; 
-Promote  the  Mission  Studies  in  each  unit. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  CELINA  JOHNSON  THAT  THESE  GOALS  BE  ADOPTED  AS  THE 
CONFERENCE  GOALS  FOR  1993.  SECONDED  AND  PASSED. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP  - Marilyn  Ray,  chairperson,  stated  that  only 
220  units  out  of  323  reported  having  observed  United  Methodist  Women’s  Sunday.  Marilyn 
encouraged  all  units  to  send  in  their  report  immediately  after  the  observance.  This  is  the  only  way 
we  can  have  an  accurate  membership  total.  She  asked  all  units  to  work  to  increase  membership  of 
young  women,  career  makers  and  home  makers,  and  to  reach  out  and  involve  more  women. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  STANDING  RULES  - Constance  Abraham-Handy, 
chairperson,  reported  that  the  committee  had  met  several  times  during  the  year,  reviewing  standing 
rules  and  guidelines.  Several  changes  were  made,  most  of  which  were  grammar  or  gender.  There  were 
some  changes  made  that  were  handed  down  to  us  from  the  Women’s  Division.  Those  changes  related 
to  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  The  changes  were  presented  to  the  mid-year  Executive  Committee 
meeting  in  February  1992.  The  Executive  Committee  accepted  the  changes  and  in  accordance  with 
the  Standing  Rules  they  were  printed  in  the  Conference  Newsletter  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  CONSTANCE  ABRAHAM-HANDY  THAT  THE  STANDING  RULES, 
AS  REVISED  FEBRUARY  11,  1992,  AND  PRINTED  IN  THE  CONFERENCE  NEWSLETTER,  BE 
ACCEPTED.  SECONDED  BY  VERA  BULLOCH  AND  PASSED. 

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER  - Mary  Spell  presented  the  following  report: 

"As  we  think  today  of  our  theme  ’Here  Am  T,  we  consider  ways  that  each  of  us  can  offer 
ourselves  to  God.  One  way  you,  as  United  Methodist  Women,  have  done  this  is  by  giving  $280,470.31 
Undesignated  to  Mission  and  $40,765.59  designated  in  1991.  We  have  given  in  order  that  others  may 
be  supported  on  the  journey  of  faith. 

At  mid-year  1992  we  have  paid  37%  of  our  pledge  to  mission  of  $315,000.00.  There  is  a 
balance  of  $18,143.20  in  the  checking  account  and  a Certificate  of  Deposit  in  the  amount  of 
$20,000.00. 

For  the  year  1993,  your  Executive  Committee  proposes  a pledge  to  mission  of  $300,000.00  and 
the  Administrative  and  Membership  Development  budget  to  be  $55,915.00,  making  a total  of 
$355,915.00."

BREAK  - A short  break  was  followed  by  UMW  sings. 

GREETINGS  FROM  THE  JURISDICTION  - Betty  Hixson  from  Austin,  Texas,  of  the 
Southwest  Texas  Conference  brought  greetings  from  the  Core  Planning  Group  and  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  United  Methodist  Women.  Mrs.  Hixson  has  served  in 
several  offices  and  is  currently  a member  of  the  Jurisdiction  Committee  on  Nominations.  She 
explained  the  Jurisdiction  election  process  and  announced  the  officers  for  the  new  quadrennium.  She 
asked  that  names  of  women  who  would  serve  well  on  the  Jurisdiction  level  be  sent  to  her  to  be 
presented  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations  who  prepares  the  slate  of  officers  for  the  quadrennial 
meeting.  The  Core  Planning  Group  is  the  planning  body  of  the  Jurisdiction.  They  plan  the 
quadrennial  meeting,  provide  leadership  and  plan  the  President’s  Consultation  held  at  least  once 
during  the  quadrennium,  as  well  as  planning  and  supporting  conference  and  district  training 
opportunities.  "Each  Local  Woman"  workshops  were  held  during  the  last  quadrennium  and  the  "Say 
Yes"  workshops  for  District  officers  the  quadrennium  before.  Sue  Johnson  from  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  is  the  Women’s  Division  Staff  assigned  to  Region  person  assigned  to  Louisiana.  Sue  could 
not  be  present  as  she  is  attending  a Women’s  Division  staff  meeting  at  this  time. 
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WOMEN’S  DIVISION  PROJECTS  IN  LOUISIANA  - 


ST.  MARK’S  COMMUNITY  CENTER  - Lynn  Foil,  a member  of  St.  Mark’s  board  and 
president  of  New  Orleans  District  United  Methodist  Women,  introduced  S.  T.  Tidwell  who  is  the  new 
director  at  St.  Mark’s.  Mr.  Tidwell  said  that  St.  Mark’s  was  a homecoming  to  him.  He  worked  there, 
had  been  a friend  of  and  supported  St.  Mark’s  for  twenty  years.  St.  Mark’s  is  an  extension  of  the 
mission  of  United  Methodist  Women  as  stated  in  the  Purpose.  It  is  an  institution  and  has  served  the 
community  of  New  Orleans  in  a number  of  ways.  Some  of  the  programs  now  in  place  are:  an 
alternative  Junior  High  School  called  "St.  Mark’s  Street  Academy",  which  is  filled  to  capacity  and 
there  is  a waiting  list;  a day  care  program  for  young  children  which  includes  approximately  150 
Family  Day  Care  Homes  and  two  school  facilities  where  care  is  provided  for  children  of  young 
parents  who  are  trying  to  finish  school;  and  a youth  development  and  recreation  area,  an  after  school 
program. 

MACDONELL’S  UNITED  METHODIST  CHILDREN’S  SERVICES,  INC.  - Gerald  Bridges, 
director,  said  that  he  not  only  received  funds  from  the  United  Methodist  Women  but  that  he  also  got 
his  strength  from  them.  He  has  been  at  MacDonell’s  for  24  years.  The  program  at  MacDonell’s 
continues  to  be  very  much  the  same  as  it  has  been  for  the  last  few  years  and  they  received  very  little 
damage  from  Hurricane  Andrew  except  for  trees.  Jerry  reminded  the  group  that  one  of  the  strengths 
of  the  United  Methodist  Church  is  the  connectional  system  and  we  must  realize  that  when  one  of  our 
arms  hurts,  we  all  hurt.  He  then  gave  his  time  on  the  program  to  the  Dulac  project  director  so  that 
he  would  have  more  time  to  tell  about  the  emergency  needs  there. 

DULAC  COMMUNITY  CENTER  - Rev.  Rob  Thompson,  project  director,  began  by  stating, 
"Greetings  from  Dulac.  We  are  above  water  now."  The  new  building  which  the  Women’s  Division 
funded  after  Hurricane  Juan,  and  which  was  completed  May  1991,  had  only  one  minor  area  of 
damage.  The  renovated  gym  and  the  old  building  took  about  four  feet  of  water  and  four  inches  of 
residue  mud  that  was  left  behind.  This  mud,  which  consists  of  mud,  crude  oil  and  sewage,  is  in  all 
the  homes  and  cleaning  it  up  is  the  biggest  problem  now.  A lot  of  attention  was  given  to  the  area  of 
the  eye  of  the  hurricane  but  the  marshland  of  south  Louisiana  had  the  tides  and  the  rising  water  after 
the  hurricane.  Approximately  300  houses  have  been  lost  in  the  Dulac  area,  either  by  wind  damage 
or  by  flood  damage.  Present  work  is  being  done  under  the  UMCOR  umbrella.  Rob  expressed 
appreciation  to  those  of  this  group  that  were  some  of  the  first  to  respond  to  the  needs  of  Dulac.  In 
the  first  three  days  242  families  were  serviced  with  food,  clothing  and  needed  supplies  by  the  Dulac 
Community  Center.  At  the  close  of  the  first  week,  685  families  had  been  served  (not  including  the 
hundreds  assisted  by  Clanton  Chapel.)  These  people  had  50%  to  100%  loss  of  their  homes.  The 
shelters  are  now  being  closed  and  some  people  are  living  21  in  one  house.  Rob  asked  for  volunteers. 
They  are  needed  to  go  door  to  door  to  get  information  and  assess  the  needs.  Volunteers  are  needed 
for  the  training  to  be  given  at  the  Conference  Office  in  Baton  Rouge  for  work  with  children.  There 
are  a lot  of  children  that  have  lost  everything.  They  are  going  through  a shock  right  now.  They  need 
to  be  helped  by  listening  ears  and  loving  arms.  A specific  needs  list  for  Dulac  was  distributed.  Many 
programs  are  in  need  of  financial  help.  At  the  1991  Annual  Meeting  Rob  presented  the  president, 
Norma  Winegeart,  with  a small  hand  carved  boat,  a symbol  of  the  sixty  years  of  continuous  Methodist 
mission  work  in  Dulac  by  the  United  Methodist  Women.  The  Center’s  main  purpose  and  goal  remain 
the  improvement  of  the  quality  of  life  for  the  women,  children  and  families  of  the  area.  Many  have 
lost  their  homes,  their  life’s  work  and  their  earthly  possessions.  Rob’s  closing  statement  was:  "The 
small  boat  could  not  support  a person  if  one  tried  to  get  in  the  water.  The  same  goes  for  the  Center  - 
without  your  constant  prayers  and  financial  support  - we  too  would  sink." 

Norma  Winegeart  reported  that  funds  could  be  sent  to  Dulac  through  the  local  unit  to  the 
district  treasurer,  to  the  conference  treasurer  and  should  be  marked  "Emergency  for  Dulac."  It  will 
be  sent  right  on  through  and  not  held  for  the  quarter  ending. 
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CAMPAIGN  FOR  CHILDREN  MISSION  PROJECT  - Hilda  Sills  and  Evelyn  Martin 
presented  a skit  entitled,  "All  God’s  Children  Got  Shoes."  In  the  skit  two  women  talked  about  the 
fact  that  all  God’s  children  don’t  have  shoes  and  what  United  Methodist  Women  of  Louisiana 
Conference  can  do  to  change  that.  While  everyone  sings  "I’ve  Got  A Shoe,"  local  unit  representatives 
place  their  donation  (new  shoes  or  money)  in  a large  shoe  at  the  front  of  the  church.  The  "shoe  fund" 
totaled  $4,338.56  and  was  divided  equally  between  the  three  Louisiana  projects,  Dulac,  MacDonell’s 
and  St.  Marks,  to  be  used  by  the  directors  wherever  it  is  most  needed. 

RECOGNITION  OF  RETIRING  OFFICERS  - Vera  Packer  gave  the  presentation  honoring 
the  retiring  officers.  Those  retiring  were;  Mary  Spell,  Conference  Treasurer-4  years;  Celina  Johnson, 
Mission  Coordinator  of  Christian  Personhood-4  years;  Sally  Nash,  Secretary  of  Program  Resources- 1 
year;  Jane  Fant,  Historian- 1 year;  Betty  Adams,  Member  Committee  on  Nominations-3  years;  and 
Sylvia  Redman,  Member  Committee  on  Nominations-3  years.  Vera  told  the  story  of  a butterfly  and 
a caterpillar.  As  the  butterfly  celebrated  the  freedom  and  beauty  of  her  life,  the  caterpillar  looked 
up  longing  to  be  like  her.  The  butterfly  flew  to  the  ground  and  told  him  that  he  already  was  and  that 
everything  was  going  to  be  alright.  It  was  a parable  of  what  we  all  face  in  our  lives;  the  hard  times 
and  the  trials.  Vera  said  the  parable  reminded  her  that  these  retiring  officers  might  have  felt  like 
caterpillars  when  they  first  were  installed.  And  then  she  thought  of  all  the  butterflies  that  had  gone 
before  them,  encouraged  them  and  told  them  that  everything  was  going  to  be  okay.  Vera  also  thought 
about  the  caterpillars  that  are  going  to  be  installed  tomorrow  and  how  we  all  need  to  encourage  the 
new  officers.  She  expressed  appreciation  to  the  retiring  butterflies  for  providing  so  much  wonderful 
leadership  and  presented  each  with  a Special  Mission  Recognition  Pin  and  Certificate. 

THE  AFTERNOON  SESSION  WAS  ADJOURNED  AT  4:25  P.M. 

THE  EVENING  SESSION  CONVENED  AT  7:00  P.M.  IN  THE  SANCTUARY. 

The  evening  session  opened  with  UMW  Sings.  The  invocation  was  given  by  Rev.  Alonzo 
Campbell  and  Celina  Johnson  was  leader  for  the  reading  of  a Litany  for  Hope  from  the  1987  World 
Day  of  Prayer  material. 

Betty  Carlin  introduced  special  guest  Edith  Ming.  Mrs.  Ming  is  President  Emeritus  of  the 
World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women.  She  was  elected  in  Nairobi,  Kenya,  July  1986  and  presided 
over  the  Eighth  Assembly  in  Singapore,  July  1991.  She  is  the  wife  of  Bishop  Donald  G.  Ming,  A.M.E. 
Church.  She  has  traveled  extensively  with  her  husband  and  has  served  as  a missionary  with  the 
African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Africa  and  the  Caribbean.  Mrs.  Ming  is  in  great 
demand  as  a speaker  and  as  a pianist,  vocalist,  organist,  conductor  and  consultant  for  music  and 
mission  seminars.  She  says  she,  "serves  the  Lord  with  gladness  and  joy,  for  the  joy  of  the  Lord  is  my 
strength."  The  program  for  the  evening  was  a "Musical  Interlude"  presented  by  Mrs.  Ming. 


THE  SATURDAY  SESSION  OF  THE  EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING  convened  at  8:30 
a.m.  in  the  Sanctuary  of  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Slidell.  The  session  began  with  UMW  sings 
led  by  Tracy  Ferrington. 

MEMORIAL  SERVICE  - Rev.  Marva  L.  Mitchell,  pastor  of  Felicity  United  Methodist  Church 
of  New  Orleans  and  Executive  Director  of  Peoples  Community  Center,  conducted  the  Memorial 
Service.  Following  are  excerpts  from  the  message,  "In  Remembrance  of  Her,"  by  Rev.  Mitchell; 

"The  Gospel  according  to  Matthew  gives  an  account  of  an  unselfish  caring  woman  by  the  name 
of  Mary  of  Bethany,  who  cared  for  Jesus  from  her  own  means.  The  Gospel  story  tells  that  she  took 
her  perfume,  the  most  precious,  costly  and  most  valuable  thing  that  she  possessed  and  poured  it  out 
on  Jesus’  body.  She  made  a humble  sacrifice  without  limitations,  all  for  the  love  of  Jesus,  a deed  done 
all  in  the  spirit  of  the  body  of  Christ  while  demonstrating  what  it  means  to  be  in  preparation  for  the 
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kingdom  of  God.  Jesus  said  to  those  who  had  been  critical  of  her,  ’Truly  I tell  you,  wherever  this 
good  news  is  proclaimed  in  the  whole  world,  what  she  has  done  will  be  told  in  remembrance  of  her.’ 

Today  we  remember  the  Marys  of  Bethany,  those  whom  we  call  the  United  Methodist  Women 
of  the  Louisiana  Conference  who  have  gone  on  to  join  the  ranks  with  a sister  saint  in  the  love  and 
spirit  of  Jesus  Christ  the  risen  Savior.  Those  whose  lives  we  celebrate  were  much  like  Mary  of 
Bethany  in  their  relationship  to  the  needs  that  surrounded  them.  They  too  gave  of  their  own  spiritual 
fragrances  that  from  the  aroma  of  love,  filled  the  air  with  joy  and  hope  bringing  unselfish  nurturing 
to  those  in  search  for  a better  quality  of  life.  They  poured  out  their  most  precious  possessions. ..the 
possessions  of  time,  energy,  gifts  and  prayers.  We  are  thankful  to  God  for  them.  They  answered  the 
call  to  the  work  needed  to  be  done  and  now  they  rest  from  their  labors.  The  response,  "Here  am  I, 
send  me,"  was  as  resounding  then  as  it  is  now  as  we  follow  in  the  foot  steps  of  dedicated  United 
Methodist  Women  who  left  us  with  a wonderful  heritage  and  a legacy  that  gives  us  strength  to 
faithfully  serve  our  Lord.  We  dedicate  this  message  and  service  in  memory  of  the  vast  numbers  of 
contributions  made  by  these  loyal  United  Methodist  Women  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  apply 
the  same  words  of  Jesus  regarding  the  deed  of  Mary  of  Bethany:  ’Truly  I tell  you,  wherever  this  good 
news  is  proclaimed  in  the  whole  world,  what  she  has  done  will  be  told.  In  Remembrance  of  her.’"

PLEDGE  SERVICE  - "HERE  AM  I,  LORD!  SEND  ME!" 

Conference  Secretary  for  Financial  Interpretation  - "Then  I heard  the  voice  of  the  Lord 
saying,  ’Whom  shall  I send,  and  who  will  go  for  us?’  Then  I said,  ’Here  am  I,  Lord!  Send  Me!’" 

For  well  over  100  years,  women  organized  for  mission  have  heard  the  voice  of  the  Lord  and 
have  seen  a vision  of  mission  for  Christ.  A mission  that  answers  the  call  to  Isaiah  and  the 
commandment  of  Jesus  to  "Love  Him  more  than  these"  by  "tending  His  sheep."  Because  they  listened 
and  responded  together  to  the  call,  the  women  organized  for  mission  were  able  to  recruit  other  women 
as  missionaries  and  deaconesses  and  send  them  to  serve  in  mission  projects  in  the  United  States  and 
around  the  world.  The  women  at  home  met  to  pray,  to  study  about  far-off  places  and  to  raise  money 
to  support  the  women  they  had  recruited  and  sent.  And  women  with  little  formal  education  or 
practical  training  became  experienced  officers  and  leaders  of  national  organizations.  The  strength 
of  the  movement  was  the  voluntary  association  of  women  around  a commonly  shared  cause.  The  Lord 
had  work  for  them  to  do! 

Today  we  are  still  called  by  the  Lord  to  support  the  mission  we  have  set  in  place.  We  are  still 
called  to  pray,  to  study,  and  to  raise  money  for  the  support  of  mission  projects  we  began. 

"Then  the  Lord  said,  ’Whom  shall  I send,  and  who  will  go  for  us?’" 

Conference  Treasurer  - As  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  we  recognize 
that  our  strength  for  mission  support  can  only  be  "measured  by  the  strength  and  vitality  of  the  local 
missional  units."  Therefore,  knowing  that  we  are  "not  just  a social  club  or  a charitable  group,"  we 
accept  our  responsibility  to  all  members  in  each  local  unit  and  for  a world-wide  program  of  mission 
outreach.  Every  year,  each  local  unit  of  United  Methodist  Women  makes  an  undesignated  Pledge  to 
Mission  through  the  district,  to  underwrite  the  program  and  responsibilities  of  the  Women’s  Division 
of  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries.  Based  on  anticipated  local  pledges  for  1993,  each  district 
in  Louisiana  has  prayerfully,  and  with  vision,  determined  an  undesignated  pledge  to  the  Louisiana 
Conference  UMW.

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Acadiana  District  (all  members)  - The  Acadiana  District  of  United  Methodist  Women 
responds  to  the  needs  of  Women  and  Children  in  today’s  world  by  financial  support  of  the  Women’s 
Division,  who  supplies  a variety  of  program  materials  for  personal  growth  in  the  Christian  faith  and 
mission  education.  As  a district,  our  undesignated  Pledge  to  Mission  for  1993  is  $18.000.Q0.  We  are 
committed  to  work  together  to  meet  this  pledge,  and  we  state  our  individual  commitment  by  saying, 
"Here  am  I,  Lord!  Send  me!" 

Alexandria  District  (all  members)  - The  Alexandria  District  of  United  Methodist  Women 
responds  to  the  needs  of  women  and  children  in  today’s  world  by  financial  support  of  the  Women’s 
Division,  who  offers  leadership  training  opportunities  through  workshops  on  Christian  Disciplines, 
issue  interpretation,  finance  and  Schools  of  Mission.

READING  PROGRAM  - Celina  Johnson,  Christian  Personhood  Coordinator,  reported  that 
the  Reading  Program  continues  to  offer  rich  adventures  and  spiritual  experiences  through  the  written 
page.  It  is  encouraging  that  more  women  participated  in  the  third  level  of  the  program  in  1992. 
There  will  be  318  certificates  given.  Lake  Charles  District  led  with  89. 

PRESENTATION  OF  SPEAKER  - Betty  Carlin  introduced  the  guest  speaker,  Edith  Ming. 
Mrs.  Ming  spoke  through  her  many  musical  talents  at  the  Friday  evening  session.  Following  are 
excerpts  from  her  Saturday  morning  presentation: 

"I  want  to  thank  the  United  Methodist  Women  for  being  so  supportive  during  my  five  year 
term  as  World  President  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women,  which  includes  more  than  ten 
million  women  across  the  world.  You  have  been  an  arm  of  strength  and  support  to  the  Federation  and 
to  me  personally. 

A quote  from  Susan  Taylor,  ’Certainly  future  generations  will  look  back  at  our  time  and  be 
appalled  that  an  affluent,  educated  and  technologically  sophisticated  society  allowed  homelessness, 
hunger  and  needless  suffering  to  exist.’  Having  read  this  to  you  I am  persuaded  to  share  some 
thoughts  with  you  from  the  thought,  ’Our  Sunday  Faith,  Our  Monday  Challenges.’  The  number  who 
attend  church  weekly  ranges  in  the  millions.  This  is  a fantastic  number;  although  it  is  not  the  total 
membership.  The  overall  vitality  of  American  Christianity  measured  by  those  who  attend  worship 
represents  a great  power  for  change  in  the  Monday  morning  experience.  The  faith  community  that 
professes  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism  carries  with  it  the  dynamics  of  love  which  should  make 
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each  of  us  concerned  about  wholeness.  A love  of  humankind;  a love  that  is  all  inclusive.  For  we  are 
all  children  of  one  God  as  Father  and  we  are  all  Christians  saved  through  Christ  our  Redeemer  and 
we  are  all  brothers  and  sisters  of  one  family.  The  dynamics  of  the  Sunday  morning  faith  forces  us 
to  take  our  religion  out  of  these  four  walls  and  beyond  the  stained  glass  windows  into  the  streets  and 
the  homes  wherever  we  live.  The  problems  seem  to  get  worse  as  the  days  go  by.  What  are  we  doing 
about  it  as  Sunday  morning  worshipers?  Are  we  mere  observers  and  pass  by  on  the  other  side,  or  are 
we  compelled  to  be  as  the  good  Samaritan? 

We  Christians  must  call  on  America  through  its  national  leadership  to  move  this  problem  of 
homelessness  and  hunger  higher  up  on  the  agenda.  Our  Sunday  morning  religion  should  challenge  us 
to  a higher  degree  of  moral,  social  and  spiritual  integrity  in  every  part  of  our  existence.  There  is  a 
national  increase  in  crime  and  drug  addiction.  Families  are  being  fragmented.  Children  are  being 
neglected.  Neighborhoods  are  falling  into  moral  decay.  They  are  few  who  have  not  been  touched  by 
this  disease.  We  who  are  believers  in  Christ  must  reaffirm  the  values  that  are  rooted  in  our  religious 
faith.  There  are  persons  sitting  beside  us  in  church  Sunday  who  are  hurting  Monday  morning  and 
the  rest  of  the  week.  How  must  we  translate  our  Sunday  morning  prayer  time  into  Monday  morning 
changing  time?  How  can  we  be  the  difference  that  will  make  the  difference? 

First,  I suggest  that  the  church  call  upon  the  authorities  and  those  who  are  the  social  engineers 
for  change,  to  stop  putting  70%  to  80%  of  funds  into  building  of  penal  institutions  and  law 
enforcement.  Rather  put  some  of  these  funds  into  affordable  treatment  centers  and  into  educational 
and  prevention  programs.  It  is  time  for  us  to  become  activists  in  the  struggle  for  change.  And  then, 
I am  concerned  about  our  children  and  our  young  people.  In  my  day,  Sunday  worship  and  family 
prayer  time  were  things  that  nurtured  us  and  were  meaningful.  Our  value  system  was  not  based  upon 
what  we  had,  or  what  we  wanted,  but  upon  what  we  were  receiving.  Today  it  appears  to  be  based 
upon  things.  Materialism  rules  the  day.  It  is  based  upon  brand  names  and  designers.  Our  whole 
value  system  has  to  do  with  what  one  has  and  what  one  pays.  Surpassing  the  Jones’  has  become  a 
great  pastime.  We  seem  to  make  the  same  mistake  as  our  Biblical  prodigal  father  did,  ready  to  give 
our  children  what  they  want,  rather  than  what  they  need.  We  must  never  forget  that  old  adage  that 
says,  ’All  work  and  no  play  makes  Jack  a dull  boy.’  And  I hasten  to  add  to  counterplay  that,  ’all  play 
and  no  work  makes  Jack  a dumb  boy,  and  that  could  include  Jill,  also.’  Our  Sunday  morning  worship 
experience  must  change  to  be  more  inclusive  involving  our  youth  and  young  people.  It  must  cultivate 
dreams,  goals  and  ideals.  Inspire  our  youth  to  get  up  on  Monday  mornings  and  face  the  hard,  cruel, 
disheartening  world  and  say,  ’There  is  nothing  impossible  for  me  to  achieve....with  God  I can  reach 
that  impossible  dream.’  The  church  must  shape  and  develop  future  leaders,  whether  they  be  religious 
or  secular.  Leaders  who  are  willing  to  put  their  Sunday  faith  into  our  Monday  morning  challenges. 

What  are  you  going  to  do  about  our  Sunday  faith  as  the  Mondays  roll  around  and  challenge 
us?  Can  you  sing  the  words  of  our  theme  song,  ’Here  I Am  Lord. ..I  will  go.  Lord,  if  you  lead  me. 
I will  hold  your  people  in  my  heart?’  And  repeat  the  words  of  the  Pledge  Service. ..’Here  am  I Lord, 
send  me. ...United  Methodist  Women  are  able,  they  are  willing.’  Don’t  give  up.  Keep  faith.  Hear 
God’s  voice.  Follow  His  guidance.  Reach  out  to  support.. .to  encourage  and  bless.  Recognize  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  Lord.  Be  a part  of  that  mighty  army  moving  the  church  ahead.  When  you  were  made 
whole  you  made  a vow  to  the  Lord.  Did  you  promise  Him  that  you  would  serve  him  all  the  days  of 
your  life?  Stay  on  the  battlefield  as  a ’here  am  I person. ..Send  me.  Lord.’  Keep  pressing  on.. .and  on." 

ABOUT  THE  OFFERING  - Mary  Spell,  Conference  Treasurer,  announced  that  the  offering 
will  be  sent  undesignated  to  mission  in  honor  of  Edith  Ming.  The  offering  was  $1,262.27.  The 
offertory  anthem  was  presented  by  Brian  Strain.

Class  of  1995,  Committee  on 
Nominations;  Almeda  LeDoux  and  Jane  Deville.  Elected  for  a four  year  term.  Class  of  1996, 
Committee  on  Nominations:  Jan  Randolph.  Continuing  in  office:  Norma  Winegeart,  President;  Seola 
Callahan,  Secretary;  Mary  Pollard,  Mission  Coordinator  for  Christian  Global  Concerns;  Marilyn  Ray, 
Chairperson  Committee  on  Membership;  Fannie  Reddix,  Secretary  of  Publicity  and  Public  Relations. 
One  year  unexpired  term:  Lottie  Palazzo,  Secretary  for  Program  Resources.  Members  of  Committee 
on  Nominations  Class  of  1993:  Mary  Lou  France,  Jane  Humble,  Debra  Dupye.  Class  of  1994:  Susanna 
Rose,  Lois  Heath. 

Before  installing  the  officers  Mary  Lou  Blakeman  gave  the  following  presentation: 

"On  the  table  before  us  are  some  items  I would  like  for  us  to  talk  about  for  a few  minutes. 
One  is  the  statue  of  John  Wesley  on  horseback  with  a cross.  It  reminds  us  that  John  Wesley  said,  ’The 
world  is  my  parish,’  and  that  our  denomination,  from  all  our  various  heritages,  has  held  that  mission 
at  the  heart  of  what  we  are  about  as  a people  of  God.  The  other  item  is  a teapot.  John  Wesley  drank 
tea.  It  was  very  important  for  him  to  have  tea  when  he  met  with  his  preachers.  He  could  never  find 
a teapot  that  was  big  enough,  they  drank  so  much  tea.  One  day  when  he  was  out  preaching  he  met 
a man.  He  was  a small  man  and  he  was  lame.  But  his  heart  and  his  soul  was  near  to  God.  That  man 
was  Josiah  Wedgwood.  This  teapot  is  a replica  of  the  one  that  was  made  by  Josiah  Wedgwood  in 
honor  of  John  Wesley.  On  it  is  inscribed  the  Wesley  blessing,  ’Be  present  at  our  table.  Lord.  Be  here 
and  everywhere  adored.  Thy  people  bless  and  grant  that  we,  may  feast  in  fellowship  with  Thee.’ 

United  Methodist  Women  and  its  previous  organizations  have  long  been  accused  of  being  a 
’tea  party  group’  but  let  us  think  about  that.  Women  in  the  1700’s  made  the  tea.  They  served  the  tea. 
And  the  ministers  drank  the  tea.  But  Women  in  early  Methodism  often  did  not  conform  to  the 
stereotypical  patterns  which  have  often  been  seen  as  limitations  on  female  leadership  in  religious 
affairs.  John  Wesley  started  off  by  saying,  ’The  women  can  come  to  the  classes  and  the  women  can 
come  to  the  bands.’  But  it  was  not  long  before  John  Wesley  began  to  recognize  something  that  was 
very  significant.  Wherever  he  heard  that  some  classes  were  growing  and  that  bands  were  growing, 
invariably  there  was  a woman  there.  And  they  would  come  to  him  and  they  would  say,  ’Mr.  Wesley, 
I have  heard  the  call  of  God  to  preach.  What  do  I do?’  And  Wesley  began  to  say,  ’Preach.’  And  he 
began  to  validate  the  witness  of  lay  women  at  a time  when  it  was  not  validated  by  the  religious 
community.  We  have  many  examples  of  lay  women  who  started  small  classes  of  ten  women  and  pretty 
soon  they  were  200,  and  250,  and  300.  And  at  a time  when  they  were  to  be  at  the  back  of  the  church 
and  be  quiet,  they  began  to  pray  in  public,  began  to  lead  in  classes  and  develop  their  leadership  skills. 
And  Wesley  began  to  change  and  to  validate  and  to  encourage  lay  women  to  become  active  in  the 
Methodist  Woman  movement.  He  even  devised  a study  program  for  lay  women.  You  may  think  the 
Reading  Program  is  tough,  or  the  Disciple  Bible  Study  is  tough,  but  try  this  one  on  for  size.  Five 
hours  a day  for  three  and  one-half  years  was  the  program  he  devised  for  women.  We  are  to  take 
seriously  our  commitment  to  study.  They  saw  a need,  they  felt  the  call,  and  they  said,  ’Here  am  I. 
Send  me.’  We  may  have  made  tea,  but  we  also  drank  it!  The  impact  of  women  laity  on  early 
Methodism  is  not  to  be  denied. 

Josiah  Wedgwood  began  his  life  as  the  youngest  of  12  children.  When  he  was  9 his  father  died. 
His  formal  schooling  stopped  at  that  time  and  he  went  to  work  for  his  brother.  When  he  was  12,  he 
had  small  pox  and  was  lame  due  to  the  disease.  His  brother  barely  made  enough  money  to  keep  his 
family  fed  and  clothed  so  Wedgwood  went  to  work  for  another  potter,  saved  his  money  and  soon 
opened  his  own  pottery.  From  that  humble  beginning,  we  have  one  of  the  most  remarkable  stories 
of  human  achievement  and  dedication  to  a higher  calling.  At  a time  when  it  was  the  custom  for  the 
land  owners  and  the  wealthy  to  separate  themselves  from  the  poor  and  the  working  class,  Wedgwood 
built  a chapel  for  all  his  family  and  his  workers  to  worship  in  at  the  same  time.  It  is  from  this  chapel 
that  John  Wesley  preached.  One  of  the  few  places  that  he  went  where  he  was  welcomed  in  the 
church.  Wedgwood  built  showers  for  his  pottery  workers  so  that  they  could  go  home  at  the  end  of 
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a day  clean  and  not  covered  with  clay.  He  paid  his  workers  nearly  double  the  normal  pay  for  factory 
workers.  He  had  a flower  garden  planted  on  the  grounds  of  the  factory  so  that  his  workers  would  be 
surrounded  by  beauty  as  they  went  to  and  came  from  work.  When  the  smallpox  vaccine  came  out, 
the  wealthy  gave  it  to  their  workers,  if  they  survived,  they  gave  it  to  their  own  children.  Wedgwood 
gave  the  vaccine  to  his  children  saying,  ’If  they  survive,  I will  give  it  to  my  workers’  children.  Free.’ 

Here  is  a man  who  knew  adversity.  Who  grew  up  poor  and  developed  a marvelous  company 
that  employed  a lot  of  people.  And  he  took  his  call  seriously.  He  challenged  stereotypes  of  his  day. 
Josiah  Wedgwood  became  the  ’Queen’s  Potter’  and  he  made  all  the  pottery  for  the  royal  family.  While 
he  was  the  ’Queen’s  Potter’,  he  became  involved  with  the  ’Colonists’  and  determined  that  their  battle 
for  equal  representation  was  valid  and  just.  Wedgwood  struck  medallions  for  all  the  major 
’Revolutionists’  and  gave  them  out  free  in  England,  France  and  the  Colonies.  When  it  was  not 
fashionable  to  take  a stand  on  social  issues,  he  sided  with  Wilberforce  to  help  pass  the  Antislavery  Act 
in  Britain.  He  struck  medallions  of  a slave  in  chains  with  hands  folded  in  prayer  and  pleading  on  his 
knees,  saying:  ’Am  I not  a man  and  a brother?’  Women,  yes  women,  wore  them  as  fashion  statements 
such  as  button  covers,  hat  pins,  broaches  and  charms.  Some  social  scientists  credit  this  ’novel’  idea 
with  helping  England  pass  the  Antislavery  Act  and  end  the  evil  of  slavery. 

Yes,  women  made  the  tea.  And  women  served  the  tea.  To  be  a ’tea  group’  though,  we  began 
to  drink  the  tea.  Our  heritage,  women,  is  one  of  breaking  stereotypes,  of  being  leaders.  And  the  ’tea’ 
that  we  consume....  to  me  it  is  representative  of  the  efforts  of  people  who  have  gone  before  us  in 
leadership  roles,  to  give  us  a model  of  how  we  are  to  live  our  lives  as  members  of  the  most  affluent 
country  in  the  world.  Josiah  Wedgwood  gives  us  an  example  of  how  to  relate  to  persons  when  we  are 
wealthy  and  they  are  not.  I invite  you  as  you  look  at  these  simple  things,  as  you  go  home  and  examine 
the  pottery  in  your  kettle,  to  remember  that  we  serve  the  tea,  and  because  of  Wesley,  and  because  of 
women  who  heard  the  call  and  said,  ’Here  am  I,  send  me,’  we  drink  the  tea.  Today  we  honor  and  we 
install  those  persons  who  have  accepted  the  challenge  and  the  unique  opportunity  to  serve  in  the 
United  Methodist  Women  as  elected  leaders." 

INVITATION  TO  1993  CONFERENCE  ANNUAL  MEETING  - An  invitation  was  extended 
by  the  United  Methodist  Women  of  Horseshoe  Drive  United  Methodist  Church  in  Alexandria  to  host 
the  1993  Annual  Meeting  at  their  church.  Jane  Deville  gave  the  invitation  and  stated  that  the  church 
is  about  three  miles  from  the  new  Conference  Center  site.  This  would  be  a good  opportunity  to  see 
the  area  and  the  progress.  The  invitation  was  accepted.  The  meeting  date  is  September  17-18,  1993. 

President  Winegeart  declared  the 
Nineteenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  adjourned.

CHRISTIAN  DISCIPLINES  WORKSHOP 


A Christian  Disciplines  Workshop  was  held  January  17-20,  1992  at  Tall  Timbers  Conference 
Center,  Woodworth,  Louisiana. 

The  purpose  of  this  workshop  was  to  provide  extensive  training  for  Conference  and  District 
Elected  leaders  of  the  United  Methodist  Women  in  leadership  with  the  following; 

1.  To  understand  the  basic  Christian  practices  which  contribute  to  our  growth  as 
Christians, 

2.  To  reflect  on  different  methods  for  Bible  study, 

3.  To  identify  various  forms  of  prayer  and  explore  some  forms  which 
may  be  less  familiar  such  as  silence  and  meditation, 

4.  To  expand  in  understanding  of  worship,  its  forms,  function,  and 
creation, 

5.  To  increase  our  knowledge  of  ecumenism,  the  "Women’s  Division 
Ecumenical  Stance,"  and  interfaith  relations, 

6.  To  develop  an  understanding  of  what  theology  is  and  an  experience  in 
"doing  theology," 

7.  To  incorporate  an  awareness  of  how  religious  language  and  imagery 
affects  oppression  based  on  race,  gender,  disability,  class,  and 
imperialism. 

The  workshop  emphasized  Diversity  of  approaches  when  we  were  given  a "how  to."  We  were 
also  given  several  options  of  "how  to." 

We  were  taught  to  learn  by  doing  using  combined  information-sharing  with  preliminary 
experiences  of  each  discipline. 

We  were  working,  not  having  a retreat.  The  workshop  was  designed  to  include  meaningful 
experiences  in  Bible  study,  planning  worship,  inclusiveness,  dramatizing  scriptures,  singing,  and 
praying. 

Throughout  the  workshop,  we  made  connections  between  personal  and  spiritual  development, 
mission,  and  social  justice. 

Resources  used  for  this  workshop  were:  U.M.W.  Handbook,  By-laws,  Program  Guide, 
Response,  Interpreter,  World  Outlook,  and  the  Bible.

3.  Southern  Methodist  University 

Twelve  Interest  Groups  were  offered,  with  opportunity  to  attend  two  of  your  choice. 

Louisiana  presented  three  nominees  to  be  elected  directors  of  the  Women’s  Division:  Audrey 
Milo,  Pat  Cobb  and  Lueburda  Myers.  Lueburda  was  one  of  the  16  selected  whose  names  were  to  be 
sent  on  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  where  8 would  be  elected.
